Negro House Servant At¬ 
tacks Her In Bedroom. 


FATHER URGES LEGAL TRIAL 


CONVENES IN HENDERSON. 


Henderson. Ky., March 2.—lSpecial.] 
—The Democratic committee for tho 
First Railroad Commissioner's district 
met here at noon to-day in the parlors 
of the Hotel Henderson and called 
mass county conventions for May 18 
and a district convention for May 21 in 
this city. There w'as no opposition to 
tho convention, except from Sam T. 
Spalding, the committeeman from the 
Fourth congressional district, who fa¬ 
vored a primary. All the committee¬ 
men were present ln person and by 
proxy as follows: 

First district, Mott Ayers: Second 
district. R. B. Bradley; Third district, 
G. W. Roark; Fourth district, Sam T. 
Spalding; Eleventh district, J. F. Hawn 
(proxy). 

One county In the Eleventh district 
Is Included in the thirty-nlno in this 
railroad district. All five of the can¬ 
didates for Railroad Commissioner 
were on hand, namely: Judge Bunk 
Gardner, Mayfield; G. W. Landrum. 
Smithland; McD. Ferguson. Paducah: 
Lawrence Finn, Franklin; W. H. 
Southall. Hopkinsville. 

It woe expected the meeting of the 
committee would not be held until 2 
o'clock ln the afternoon, but by agree¬ 
ment the meeting was held at 11:30 in 
the forenoon and lasted an hour. 

Mott Ayers presided as chairman and 
R. B. Bradley as secretary. Sam T. 
Spalding, of the Fourth, offered a reso¬ 
lution calling for a primary on May 4. 
but there was no second. It w*as stated 
that McD. Ferguson was the only one 
of tho candidates who favored a pri¬ 
mary and that he was behind the 
Spalding resolution. However, at the 
conclusion of tl^e session all of them 
announced themselves ns perfectly 
agreeable to the committee's action. 

R. fi. Bradley offered the resolution 
and call for a convention, which was 
unanimously adopted, as Spalding came 
over to the majority. 

The call provides for a mass-conven¬ 
tion in each of the thirty-nine coun¬ 
ties on May 18 at 1 o'clock ln the aft¬ 
ernoon to select delegates to the dis¬ 
trict convention to be held on May 21 
tn this city at 2 p. m. The basis of 
representation Is one delegate vote for 
every 200 votes or fraction thereof cast 
ln the last presidential election. Among 
the visitors and Interested ones in at¬ 
tendance w*ere Hon. Gerald Finn. 
Franklin; Dr. Milton Board, Hopkins¬ 
ville; A. L. Brand. Mayfield; C. M. 
Finn, Owensboro, and John T. Grayot, 
of Smithland. Quite a number of 
local Democrats were also present at 
the meeting and made things pleasant 
for the visitors. 

FERGUSON SATISFIED. 


ML Sterling. Ky., March 2.—'[Spe- 
c!al.] Armed men are on guard to- 
rulght at the county Jail, prepared to 
resist a mob which has been expected 
to try to take from his cell PMl Botts, 
a negro, charged with attempted crim¬ 
inal assault on Miae Mary Prewitt* 
thirteen years old. a daughter of Henry 
Prewitt, State Insurance Commissioner. 
At a lat© hour to-night the town was 
Quiet, and It was believed that danger 
frorp the mob had been lessened, al¬ 
though vigilance was not relaxed, as 
one could not tell wliat would happen 
before morning. 

If the mob does not storm the jail 
it will be largely on account of the 
position taken # by Mr. Prewitt. He wat 
not told of the act of the negro until 
the latter ivas arrested here to-day. It 
was feared that Mr. Prewitt would do 
something violent when he learned that 
the negro had tried to lay his hands 
on the young girl, so the fondly kept 

the matter quiet.

Friends Excited. 


Believes Chances As Good In Conven¬ 
tion As In Primary. 

MoCt Ayres, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee of tiho First Railroad Commis¬ 
sion district, and Sam T. Spalding, 
member of the committee from the 
Fourth district, .returned from Hinder- 
son last night. Commissioner Fergu¬ 
son, who attended the meeting of the 
committee, also came to Louisville. 
Committeeman Spalding, who will leave 
for his home in Lebanon this morning, 
in reference to the meeting said: 

"I was heartily In favor of a primary 
election, believing that to be the most 
satisfactory way of nominating a can¬ 
didate for the office of Railroad Com¬ 
missioner. but as the other members of 
the committee favored a primary. I 
submitted gracefully. Mass conventions 
will be held In all the county seats, 
with the exception of Fulton* county, 
where the convention will be hold at 
Fulton instead of Hickman, the county 
seat. The resolution, ns adopted, pro¬ 
vides that mass conventions will be 
held at all county seats except ln coun¬ 
ties where circuit courts sit in two 
places, and in those counties the ma5s 
convention shall be held In the town 
having the larger population. This, of 
course, wa smeant to throw the mass 
convention to Fulton. 

“The basis of representation shall be 
one delegate vote to every 200 votes 
or fraction over 100 votes cast at the 
last presidential election There 
will be 385 delegate vote* in the dis¬ 
trict convention which Is to be hrid at 
Henderson, thus making 195 votes 
necessary for n nomination.’* 

McD. Ferguson, the incumbent In the 
office of Railroad Commissioner and 
who Is a candidate for re-election, said 
last night that he had nothing to say 
against the decision of the committee. 

S 4, ’f am always willing to abide by the 
will of the majority It has been 
talked considerably that I was In fa¬ 
vor of a primary, but I will add that I 
am not objecting to the convention. I 
think that I will be just as strong in a 
convention as I would have been In a 
primary. I stand on my record.” 


Mr. Prewitt tok the stand, however, 
that the law should be allowed to toko 
Its course and the negro be brought to 
trial in the regular course of events. 
He counseled with his friends, w r ho 
were greatly excited, that they attempt 
no violence ln view of the fact that the 
girl was not Injured and was suffering 
only from the nervous shock. It Is be¬ 
lieved now that Mr. Prewitt's counsel 
will prevail and that the negro will be 
tried ln the courts. 

The crowd in Mt. Sterling to-night 
was ready to lynch the negro, however, 
had they received the slightest encour¬ 
agement from Mr. Prewitt When the 
news of the attempted assault became 
public the wholo town was w^rought up 
to a high pitch of excitement and the 
first thought was of hanging without 
due process of law*. Mr. Prewitt is 
known personally to probably every 
mail ln the county and ha 9 a large 
number of friends. They were ready 
for anything and some of the hotter 
heads were for marching ot once on tho 
Jail, where the negro lay shivering in 
terror, and swinging him from a con¬ 
venient limb at once, without any pre¬ 
liminaries. 

The negro worked at Mr. Prewitt’s 
home as a house-servant, and hod been 
there far several yearn. He has been In 
trouble before, and Mr. Prewitt has al¬ 
ways stood by him. The kindness with 
which he was treated seemed to have 
no effect on tho negro, and he repaid 
the debt of gralltudo by trying to as¬ 
sault the daughter -the man who hud 
befriended him. 

• • • 

In Her Bedroom. 


Miss Prewitt was in her bedroom 
w'hen the negTo entered the room and 
approached her, with his intention 
plainly manifest in his faoe. The young 
girl was terrified and started to run, 
wit hthe negro after her. As she ran 
she screamed and the negro became 
frightened, running away from the 
house v The family was greatly excited 
when they heard of what the negro 
had done, and notified the authorities. 

Botts was arrested here to-night, 
charged with attempted assault and 
was placed in Jail. This was the first 
that the general public knew of the 
crime, and Mr. Prewitt was then in¬ 
formed of the fact for the first time. 
Hearing the talk of the mob. County 
Judge Haselrigg ordered a special de¬ 
tail of deputies sworn in and had them 
placed around the Jail to guard ths 
negro. 

Miss Prewitt uvis not touched by the 
negro and was not injured physically, 
but her nervous system suffered from 
the shock and she is In a condition of 
collapse as a result of the excitement 
and terror Into which she was thrown.

A beautiful brow has just cost a New 
York woman $500. Looking: backward 
«he feels that the money would have 
been well spent If It had been twice as 
much. 

Her features were moderately good 
before the work of Improvement hod 
been begun, but her looking glass told 
her that a perfect forehead would reme¬ 
dy any and all of her defects. 

She caw that a wide, smooth brow, of 
a pure, beautiful, youthful white color, 
would Illumine her eyes.

"I woul ilk'- si r* a L'^ehead." said 
the client; "a forehead th t Is absolute 
perfection." 

"Very well." said the specialist, roll¬ 
ing up her sleeves and preparing to go 
to work, "you shall have a forehead 
that rivals the diamond In luster. 

"You understand that It Is not abso¬ 
lutely necessary to wear a diamond 
tiara In order ' to have a handsome 
brow. The woman who has a lovely 
forehead can wear a simple knot of rib¬ 
bon and look very pretty.

This meant a pair of eyeglasses. 

"Then we had to massage her fore¬ 
bead to strengthen her muscles, and we 
were obliged to manipulate it to make 
eo* brow as high as the other. It took 
days and day?, buit ffhe went home sat¬ 
isfied. 

"We gave her a pot of cream with 
Which to smooth out the wrinkles every 
day, and we made her promise not to 
go to bed at night until she had worked 
upon her brow for- fifteen minutes 
Caiithluily. If she follows our direc¬ 
tions sh*> will be a beauty, for her fea¬ 
tures are good. 

"Thor- is an operation which they are 
performing In Paris for the brow that 
Is wrinkled. It consists In sllttlog the 
forehead with a sharp knife right 
across the roots of the hair, or just 
where the hair joins the forehead. 


"The skin Is then taken up a little 
and drawm taut, so to speak, and the 
waniivkles are taken out In that manner. 

"When the forehead has been 
stretched smooth the skin is secured 
with plasters and Is allowed to heal. It 
leaves only a very slight scar, Just a 
tiny red line, which In time goes away 
entirely. In the hands of a skillful 
manipulator this operation Is a very 
slight one. 

"When the skin of the forehead is 
pulled tight enough to restore It the re¬ 
sult is often very pretty. The eye¬ 
brow* are slightly Mtted and the eyes 
have that delicate, slightly questioning 
expression which is so attractive. 

"There are other surgical ways 1 of 
treating a faulty forehead, and there 
Is a nerw* paraffine treatment which Is 
said to be bettor than the old. The new' 
treatment calls for a greater quantity 
of paraffine and the Injections are made 
frequently, until the forehead is Just 
the right shape. At the same time the 
nose is rounded out until It is perfect. 

"The paraffine treatment Is a very 
common one abroad. Not infrequently 
a woman will have her nose shaped 
by paraffine; her forehead smoothed 
out by Injections of It; her neck made 
plump and even her arms doctored here 
and there. 

"It is all done by the subcutaneous 
method. The paraffine Is shot In under 
the skin and le moulded Into shape 
while It is still warm. 

"There is an old beauty In Paris wnbo. 
noticing that her hands had begun to 
grow old, ordered that paraffine be In¬ 
jected Into the backs to keep the veins 
from coming up and the knuckles from 
sticking out. It was a long and tedious 
job. but when completed was highly 
satisfactory. 

"As for her forehead she had the skin 
Wfterd. then she had it masaagid. and 
nightly she binds It with placers to 
keep it from becoming wrinkled again. 
She Is a fu?w w'omon as to face, also all 
paraffined Into plumpness. 

A wrinkled forehead Is the bane and 
bugbear of the beautiful woman, and 
for that reason there has come Into ex¬ 
istence the tiara forehead, w'hleh is 
really the delicate, lovely, unwrinkled 
forehead which fine sees at the opera. 
f "Its color Is a youthful white and Its 
Surface unruffled. 

'There Is not* a bit of experience In 
this forehead. It Is the forehead of a 
girl. 

"Our Initial step In getting tho tiara 
forehead Is to manage the line w'htch 
the hair makes across tho forehead. 
This line Is often an irregular one. 

"The hair grows high in spots and 
there are big bald holes. These require 
massage with a good hair tonic. 

"The hair should be coaxed to gTOw 
in a little short fuzz all acro.-s the 
forehead. Children and young girls al¬ 
ways have this pretty short growth of 
hair across the temples and forehead, 
but women usually have a poor hair 
line. 

"They pull out the hair with curl pa¬ 
pers. they ruin it with tongs, they 
brush it and 111 treat It until the pretty 
hair line Is a thing of the past. Yet It 
plays a big part in the wearing of the 
tiara. 

“To make the forehead smoother a 
great many women find the plaster 
treatment a good thing. The skin of 
the forehead is smoothed with the fing¬ 
ers and while It is warm and pliant the 
strips of plaster are adjusted. 

"They must of course exactly cover 
the creases In the forehead. In the 
morning they are removed and the 
forehead Is dashed w'Kh cold water and 
dusted with flesh -colored powder. 

"There is a difference In the texture 
of the skin. In some cases the plaster 
bleaches tho skin too w'hite and leaves 
greatly ugly marks that look like white 
scars for a day or so. In other cases 
the plaster agrees with the skin and 
simply has the effect of making tt 
smooth and beautiful. 

"Here we try simple massage. We 
steam the forehead until It Is warm 
through and through, then we bleach it 
with our own bleaches, lemon and 
water, pure cucumber Juice and the 
best of preserved strawberry Juice. 
Then we mansage It with cream or milk 
and pretty soon we have a nice smooth 
forehead. 

"We teach the cultivation of dear, 
open, tranquil thought ns the secret of 
a smooth brow. We tell our patients 
not to worry; we Instruct them In the 
art of thinking of nothing at all; we 
give them lessons In how to keep the 
forehead from becoming crinkled. 

"We tell them all sorts of things con¬ 
cerning the correct ipentui attitude. 
That is one of the secrets of u tranquil 
brow. Think tranquil thoughts. 

"We need to have a Buddhist hero. 
He taught women to look Into a crystal 
and compose the mind. He taught

POSSIBLE CAUSES 

OF HARD TIMES. 


[Jasper In Leslie’s Weekly.] 

On one hand we have tho railroads, 
enormously increasing their fixed charges 
to meet the growing wants of trade, and 
on the other a popular demand for lower 
rates and a heavier burden of taxation on 
tho railways. What would happen under 
such circumstances In a period of hard 
times? Inevitably tho railroads would re¬ 
sort to rate-cutting to retain their old and 
to get new business In order to meet their 
heavy fixed charges. It must bo remem¬ 
bered that tho rise in the cost of labor 
and materials has added greatly to the 
expenditures of all our industries. 8teel 
mils have doubled In price, and timber, 
locomotives, coal-and freight-cars have 
been advanced from 30 to two hundred 
per cent. In cost. No doubt depression 
would reduce the cost prices of material, 
but labor would give way more reluctant¬ 
ly. and in 4h© present temper of tho peo¬ 
ple they might anticipate a period of 
strikes, which would greatly intensify so¬ 
cialistic unrest, with all that that Involves 
of destructive demagogic legislation. Un¬ 
der such conditions the most natural de¬ 
mand of the labor agitators would be for 
still more crushing antl-milrond legisla¬ 
tion. until out of tho wreck and ruin 
nothing would remain but a resort to gov¬ 
ernmental ownership. 

Mr. James J. Hill, president of the 
Great Northern, says this country Is fac¬ 
ing. in a commercial sense, a slow paraly¬ 
sis. Mr. Fish says that the public is get¬ 
ting out of the market in disgust, nnd 
influential foreign Journalists ate paint lug 
pictures of American prosperity on which 
shadows predominate. There are those 
who believe that this country can never 
have a setback, but their memories must 
be short. Wo need go back only six years 
to recall the drop in the market on May 
9. 1901. when Atchison sold only a llttlo 
above 40. Erie around 25, Union Pacific 
around 75. Steel preferred around 70, and 
Southern Pacific around 30. Theso look 
very !lk« low prices, but let us go back 
ten years, to the midsummer of 189*. when 
Atchison sold at 12. Erie at 14. Missouri 
Pacific at 1C. Reading at 10, Union Pacific 
at 20, and Si. Paul at 05. Shull we ever 
see such prices again? Who can tell. One 
of our most omlnent financiers, less than 
one year ago. predicted that If a more 
elastic currency were not provided In this 
country we would Inevitably have a panic 
more disastrous than any that has ever 
preceded It. And this gentleman Is no 
pessimist. 


TRIAL’S END NOT IN SIGHT. 


New York, March 2.—The Thaw 
trial enters its seventh week on Mon¬ 
day and It would seem that unless 
some radical change In the course of 
procedure occurs It will, be at least 
two weeks and possibly three before 
tho Jury renders a verdict. 

That District Attorney Jerome has 
no intention of letting the case ever go 
to the Jury If he cafl possibly prevent 
it there appears to be no longer the 
semblance of a doubt. The prosecutor 
has made It perfectly plain that with 
the consent of the defense he would 
gladly have the matter come before a 
commission in lunacy rather than be¬ 
fore a court of law. Mr. Jerome does 
not believe that Thaw' is In a proper 
condition pf^nlnd to be on trial. Time 
after time when Mr. Delmas, the lead¬ 
ing attorney for the defence, has Inter¬ 
rupted him during his cross-examina¬ 
tion of witnesses with objections of 
various kinds, Mr. Jerome has retorted

The only 
recourse would be to warn newspap«» 
that violations of the law in respect to 
the publication and dissemination of 
offensive matter through the mails 
would.be punished.

INDIAN FIGHTER. 


FUNERAL SERVICES FOR WILL¬ 
IAM KRIDER HERE TO-DAY. 


Veteran of Civil War, and War Cor¬ 
respondent In Philippines—Died 
In New Orleans. 


The body of William Krlder, a Union 
veteran of the Civil War, and an Indian 
fighter, who died at New Orleans la?t 
Wednesday, arrived In Louisville last 
night, and was taken to Maas' under¬ 
taking establishment. The funeral 
services will be held this afternoon at 
the chapel there followed by Interment 
In Eastern cemetery. 

Mr. Krlder was slxty-slx years of 
ago, and'was bom and reared In* Louis, 
vllle. At the outbreak of the Civil War 
he immediately enlisted In the Federal 
army, and Borved throughout the strug¬ 
gle. He entered as a private, but be¬ 
fore the end of the war he was pro¬ 
moted to the position of Quartermaster 
Bergeant. At the close of the war Mr. 
Krlder did not give up hla career as 
a soldier, but went West and became 
an Indian fighter. When the Indian 
disturbances weie subdued Mr. Krlder 
returned to Louisville and lived hero 
until the outbreak of the Spanlsh- 
Amerlean War. when he went to the 
Philippine Islands In the position of 
war correspondent for a syndicate. 

Alter a stay of four years in the 
Philippines Mr. Krlder removed to New 
Orleans, where he held a Overnment 
position. He lived there until his death 
Besides his wife, who was Miss Maggie 
Harrington, of Kansas City, before her 
marriage^ Mr. Krlder Is survived by six 
children. He also leaves two sisters, 
Mrs. Louisa K. Neff and Mrs. John B. 
etlltz, and four brothers. EdKvurd Kri- 
der. John Krlder, George krld»r and 
Louis Krlder, All of whom are of Louis, 
vllle.

Billy Brown wua a friend 
of Abraham Lincoln. Billy Brown still 
lives and his story in the American 
Magazine 'almost makes Lincoln seem 
alive, too. 

Mlse Tarbell lets him tell it In his 
own words. As. for Instance, In this pic¬ 
ture of the parting between Lincoln 
and his fellow townsmen when the 
President eamo to Washington to take 
up his duties: 

"Of course he seemed pretty cheer¬ 
ful alwaya," anys Billy Brown. “He 
wg’n’t no man to show out all he felt. 
Lots of them little stuck up chaps that 
came out here to talk to him said, 
solemnly a a owls: - He don't realize the 
gravity of tho situation.* 

"Them’s their words, 'gravity of the 
situation.* Think of that. Mr. Lincoln 
not realizing. They ought to heard him 
talk to us the night he went away. I’ll 
never forglt that speech—nor any man 
who beard It. 

"I can see him now just how he 
looked, stnndin* there on the end of hla 
car. He’d been shakin* hands with the 
crowd In the depot, laughin’ and talk¬ 
in’ just like himself, but when ho got 
onto that car he seemed suddlnt to bo 
all changed. You never seen a face so 
sad In all the world. 

"I tell you he had woe !n his heart 
that minute—woe. He knew* ho was 
leavin’ us for good: nuthln’ else could 
explain tho way ho looked and what 
he said. Ho knew he never was cornin’ 
back alive. 

"It was rainin’ hard, but when we 
saw him standln’ there In bare head, 
his great big eye* lookin' at us so 
lovin’ and mournful, every man of us 
took off his hat. Just as If he’d been 
In church. 

"You never heard him make a speech, 
of course? You missed a lot. Curious 
voice. You could hear It away off— 
kind of shrill, but It went right to your 
heart—and that night It sounded sad¬ 
der than anything I ever heard. 

"You know I always here It to this 
day, nights when the wind howls around 
tho house. Ma says it makes her nerv¬ 
ous to hear me talk about him such 
nights, but I can’t help it; Just have 
to let out 

"He stood a minute looking at us, 
and then he began to talk. There ain’t 
a man In this town that heard him 
that ever forgot what he said, but I 
don't believe there's a man that ever 
said It over out loud—he couldn't with¬ 
out cry In*. He Just talked to us that 
time out of his heart. 

"Somehow we felt all of a suddlnt 
how we loved him and how he loved us. 
We hadn’t token any stock in all that 
talk about hla bein' killed, but when he 
said he was goln’ uwuy, not knowln’ 
where or whether ever he would return, 
I just got cold all over. 

"I began to see that minute, and 
everybody did. The women ail fell to 
sobbin’ and a kind of groan went up, 
and when he asked us to pray for him 
I don’t believe there was a inan in that 
crowd, whether he ever went to church 
in his life, that didn't want to drop 
right down on .his marrow bones and 
ask the Lord to take care of Abraham 
Lincoln and bring him back to ns, 
where he belonged. 

" ’^ver see him again?’ Yes. oncet 
down In Washington, summer of *64. r 
had a brother In Washington, clerk In u 
department—awful set up ’cause he had 
an office—and when I got down there 
I told him I’d oome to visit Mr. Lin¬ 
coln. 

"He says: 'William, be you a fool? 
Folks don’t visit the President of tho 
United States without on Invitation, and 
he’s too busy to see anybody but the 
very biggest people In this Administra¬ 
tion. Why, ho* don’t even see rne.’ he 
says. Well, It made mo huffy to hear 
him talk. 

" ’Isaac,’ I says, 'I don’t wonder Mr. 
Lincoln don’t see you. But it’s differ¬ 
ent with me. Him and me Is friends.' 

" 'Well,* he says, 'you’ve got to have 
cards anyway/ 

"'Cards/ I say a. 'what for? What 
kind?* 

•"Why/ he says, Visitin' cards—with 
your name on.' 

" 'Well,* I says, ‘It's come to a pretty 
pass if an old friend like mo cau’t seo 
Mr. Lincoln without sendln' him a piece 
of pasteboard. I’d bo ashamed to do 
such a thing, Isaac Brown. Do you 
suppose he’s forgotten me? Needs 
to see my name printed out to 
know who I am? You can't make me 
believe any such thing/ and I walked 
right out of tift) room, und that night I 
footed It up to the Soldiers’ Home, 
where Mr. Lincoln was livin' then, right 
among the sick soldlerii In their tents. 

"There was lots of people set tin' 
around In a little room, wattin' for him, 
but there wasn’t nnybody there I 
knowed. and I was foelln’ a little funny 
when a door opened and out came little 
John Nlcolay. He com© from down 
this way. so I Just went up and savs: 

"’How’d you do, John; where’s Mr. 
Lincoln?’ Well, John didn't seem over 
glad to see me. 

"'Have you an appointment with Mr. 
Lincoln?’ he says. 

"'No. sir/ I says; T ain't, and It ain’t 
necessary. Mebbe U’p nil right and fit- 
tin* for them as wants post-off|rea to 
have npp’intments. but I reckon Mr. 
Lincoln’s old friend don’t need 'em 
so you Jist trot along, Johnnie, and tell* 
him Billy Brown’s hero and see what 
he says/ 

"Well, he kind o' flushed up and set 
his lips together, but he knowed me, 
and so he went off. In about two min¬ 
utes the door popped open and out 
came Mr. Lincoln, his face all lit up 
He saw me the first thing, and he laid 
holt of me and Just shook my hands fit 
to kill. 

" 'Billy," he says, ‘now lam glad to 
BOotro right In.

The prolonged screaming of a parrot 
In a flat on West Thirty-seventh street 
annoyed the neighbors to such an ex¬ 
tent that a person was sent to lodge 
complaint with the janitor. 

“Well, the facts are these,*’ said the 
man. “Everybody in the building likes 
that bird, for tt is one of the most beau¬ 
tiful and Intelligent of Its kind. It Is 
the special pride of Its mistress, and 
when she Is home the creature Is a 
perfect model of good behavior. But 
many years ago this woman fell a vie- J 
tim to the Demon of the Orient, and 
ever since has been a confirmed opium 
smoker. She has had her pet with her 
all this time, kept It In the same room, 
and the result Is. it has Just as bad an 
opium habit as Its mistress. Now this 
‘lady* Is down In Jefferson Market Jail, 
and has been for several days. She was 
arrested on the street, charged with 
getting her hands mixed up with the 
contents of a gentleman's pocketboook, 
and. In the meanwhile, the parrot, 
which has been deprived of Us cus¬ 
tomary dally inhalations of opium 
fumes, has developed a strong ‘habit* 
known among the devotees as the Yin- 
Yan-Fun." 

Just at this Juncture, the feathered 
“fiend” set up a series of screams al¬ 
most human In their expression, and 
pedestrians stopped and wondered what 
the great outcry could be about. It was 
suggested to the caretaker that he se¬ 
cure the services of some other “fiend” 
to go Into the room where the bird was j 
caged. In order that he might perform 
the mysterious rites known only to the 
Initiated. This matter was speedily ar¬ 
ranged, and the “fiend” soon had the 
little pills of opium sputtering over the, 
peanut oil lamp. When the room began I 
to fill with the sickening fumes the 
frenzied bird ceased Its screaming, and 
within a few moments began to cluck 
and chuckle to Itself. Then It started 
to whistle and call, and Its pangs were 
evidently over for the time being. 

Further Inquiry developed the fact 
that, strange as It may appear, there 
are hundreds of dumb animals In New 
York City victims of this drug curse.

York recently and furnished a costly 
flat She brought with her a pet 
monkey, which had the run of the 
apartments. One day this lady tran¬ 
sacted some urgent business down 
town, deemed It wise to take the ferry 
for hers Immediately afterward, and 
left town for a few days without re¬ 
turning to her flat. She wired instruc¬ 
tions to a friend to visit her home and 
feed her pet once a day until she re¬ 
turned. The friend did this for two 
days, but on the third day upon enter¬ 
ing tho rooms she was astounded. The 
bedclothes, coverings of the chairs and 
sofas, as well as the portieres, were In 
ribbons; crockery, glassware and mir¬ 
rors had been smashed Into splinters, 
and the wreckage lay piled deep on the 
floor.

"Plain cose,” h i id he. "and I have had 
a dozen similar ones lately, ranging 
from canary/ birds to collies. This 
‘monk* has been left here alone long 
enough for the? ‘habit’ to come upon 
him. It threw him ln*to a frenzy of 
pain, and he started in to wreck thing* 
by way of diversion. It Is a great pity," 
continued the doctor, "that these poison 
fiends cannot confine their deviltries 
to their own species. Th» Individual of 
the human race has his choice as to 
whether or not he sluUl go down to 
death and destruction through these 
fearful practices. But these poor dumb 
creature* have not. The attention of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cmol- 
ty to Animals should he called tp this 
state of affairs, and It should father a 
bill making It a misdemeanor for ani¬ 
mals, birds or other pets to be kept 
in rooms or apartments where this 
habit Is practiced. 

“Not long ago I was called In con¬ 
sultation In a case where a large, sup¬ 
posedly doclk* cat had attacked and 
severely bitten Its mistress. I found It 
was the same old story. The woman, 
who belonged to the underworld, had 
received a sentence of five days. She 
was a confirmed 'dope.* and the cat had 
for years laid beside the layout, revel¬ 
ing In the Intoxicating fumes. The 
woman told me that when *he returned 
to tho room after the five days' ab¬ 
sence she found her animal friend no 
longer a cat, but a diminutive tigress. 
It was tearing around the room like 
mad. lashing It* tail and its eyes blaz¬ 
ing Uke coals of fire. Once Inside tho 
room and the door closed the suffering, 
maddened beast attacked Its mistress 
with great fury, and before the woman 
succeeded In beating It off she had sus¬ 
tained grave wounds on the face, neck 
and hands.

The dog was 
sent around to my place, and Imme¬ 
diately suspecting the cause of his 
trouble, I soon brought him around all 
right. His master has since departed 
for a long sojourn up the river, and the 
dog Ih with me yet. He certainly has 
a terribb? 'habit,' but I am tapering him 
off gradually, and hope to have him 
free from the craving within a couple 
of months. Don't you know, 1 talk to 
him as I would to a man patient, and 
tell hint he must fight the demon with 
all his power? And would you credit It. 
I believe he understands? Because I 
notice signs of suffering on his part 
sometimes for at least half an hour be¬ 
fore he will finally give in. come over 
to me, place his head between his paws 
and moan, as much as if to say: 'Now, 
I have stood all that I can; give me 
my dally allowance. If you please.'

Immediately following the report of the 
Jefferson county grand Jury, In which it 
was set forth that on organized lottery 
was believed to be In operation In Louis- 
vllle with agencies distributed throughout 
thee Ity, alt the district detective* and 
certain members of the regular detec¬ 
tive department wore summoned to ap¬ 
pear In tho office of MaJ. Patrick Ridge, 
acting chief of police. The time for con¬ 
ferring with the acting chief wo* fixed 
for 2 o'clock In the afternoon^and at that 
hour the general reception room of the 
chiefs office was thronged with "plain¬ 
clothes men."

’The reclaiming of delinquent chil¬ 
dren in the United States is one of the 
paramount problems that must be 
solved by the people above everything 
else.” declared Judge Willis Brown, of 
Salt Lake City, at the Louisville Hotel 
iasrt night. “Denver has made splendid 
strides In this direction, and the people 
of Salt Lake City think that they have 
gone a little further in the matter. We 
want to give the people of the United 
States the benefit of what we have ac¬ 
complished in that line.” 

The manner of expression of Judge 
Brown showed that he was heart and 
soul in the child reclaiming problem. 
The most impressive feature is that 
Judge Brown Is a young man. Two 
yoora ago he framed a law. which was 
erraoted by the State Legislature, giv¬ 
ing to Salt Lake City a Juvenile Court. 
So impressed were the people of the 
cdty with the law that & delegation 
went to Chicago, the home of Judge 
Brown, and persuaded him to go to 
Utah and acoept the judgeship under 
the new law. This he did. He is now 
behind a bill that will give juvenile 
courts to all Judicial districts in the 
State. 

"In Utah the Juvenile Court is sep¬ 
arate from any other court,” said Judge 
Brown. "In Denver it is like it is in 
Louisville, combined with the office of 
County Judge. Judge B. B. Lindsey, 
of Denver, is County Judge as well as 
Judge of the Juvenile Court. In Salt 
Lake City I am Judge of the uvehlle 
Court and all persons under eighteen 
years of age arrested on misdemean¬ 
ors are brought before me. In the two 
years that I have been udge of the 
court 1,000 delinquents have been 
brought before me, and out of that 
vast number only three boys have been 
turned over to the Criminal Court. The 
Juvenile Court Judge is appointed by 
a commission in Salt Lake City. The 
bill that is now before the Legislature 
makes the Governor, Attorney General 
and Superintendent of Public Instruc¬ 
tion a State commission for apolnting 
Che Juvenile Judges in the various 
court districts over the State.

Prisoners At Indiana Reformatory 
Like New Enterprise. 

The correspondence school Inaugur¬ 
ated at the Indiana Reformatory In 
Jeffersonville two weeks ago Is already 
a great success and 126 of the inmates 
have enrolled. A number of others 
have sign!lied that they desire to enter 
the department, but they cannot do so 
until other provisions are made, which 
will be as soon as j>oaslble. The first 
week there were eighty-eight students 
and t ^ number has increased from day 
to day. At present nothing but arith¬ 
metic Is being taught, but It Is the In¬ 
tention to add a number of other stud¬ 
ies, eventually conducting it on the 
plan of outside correspondence schools. 
One of the inmates is a fine mechanical 
engineer and draughtsman, having 
learned all he knows through a cor¬ 
respondence school. 

The school that has been Inaugurat¬ 
ed at tho IradlfDia Reformatory was 
originated by Prof. George B. Asbury, 
superintendent of the school of letters. 
As soon as possible Prof. Asbury In¬ 
tends adding a course in grammar and 
many of the Inmates have signified 
they want to enter this at Its begin¬ 
ning. A complete set of lesson papers 
has been prepared for the arithmetic 
course, and these were printed at the 
institution. The papers after being 
turned In are personally corrected and 
returned to the students submitting 
them. It Is optional with the Inmates 
as to whether they will take advantage 
of the correspondence school.

NEW RULING 


^TRANSFER OF TOBACCO STEMS 
NOW SIMPLIFIED. 


JLarge Amount of Rod Tape In Rev¬ 
enue Department Dispensed 
With. 


According to new rulings received yee- 
terdav by J. A. Craft, Collector of In¬ 
ternal Revenue, from John W. Yerkes, 
Commissioner, it will no longer be neoc«- 
•arv for tobacco manufacturers who wish 
to dispose of tobacco stems to a man 
ufacturer of tobacco or a dealer In leaf 
tobacco, first to weigh the tobacco stems 
and then procure a permit from the Col¬ 
lector of Internal Revenue before he can 
transfer the tobacco stems to the plant 
©f the manufacturer willing to make the 
purchase. The new nULng. it is said, is 
due to complaints made by a number of 
Louisville tobacco manufacturers who sell 
tobacco stems to the Kentucky • Tobacco 
Product Company. Many of the tobacco 
manufacturers have not the scales at 
their plants necessary for weighing the 
tobacco stems they wish to dispose of, 
and until recently mode a practice of de¬ 
livering the steins tjo the purchaser, hav¬ 
ing him weigh them and then applying 
for permission from the Collector of In¬ 
ternal Revenue to make the transfer. This 
caused objections on the part of Mr. Craft, 
who took the mater up with the Wash¬ 
ington authorities. 

The ruling received yesterday by Mr. 
Craft follows: 

“In view of repreoentations made to 
thin office that In many cases where large 
Quantities of tobacco stems are desired to 
be sold In bulk by tobacco manufacturers 
and removed under permit to the bonded 
premises of another manufacturer, or to 
the premises of a dealer in leaf tobacco, 
and that It is found to be Impracticable 
to determine the weight of the stems and 
apply for the permJFauthoriztng their re¬ 
moval until the stems have been receiv¬ 
ed and weighed by the purchaser, who Is 
provided with platform scales suitable 
for that purpose, I have decided, with the 
approval of the honorable, the Secretory 
of the Treasury, to so far modify or ex¬ 
tend the provisions relating to the re- 

K oval of stems under permit as will al- 
w sterna to be removed In advance of 
the Issue of permit.“ 

The following details must be complied 
With, however: 

‘‘The manufacturer or dealer In leaf 
tobacco upon receiving the stems, shall 
promptly welsh them and transmit as 
soon as possible to the manufacturer 
Xrom whom they were purchased an affi¬ 
davit certifying to the receipt of the 
KCJV fr ? x ? v w{ *» m purchased and to the 
weight Of the same In pounds.

NO WALK-OVER 


For Anybody In Mississippi's 
Senatorial Race. 


VARDAMAN AND WILLIAMS ARE 
GETTING READY FOR IT. 


CAMPAIGN PROMISES TO BE AN 
EXCITING ONE. 


STATE PRIMARY IN AUGUST. 


Jackson. Miss.. March 2. — [Special ] 
—On the approach of the 4th of March 
the men of Mississippi, old as well 
as young”, permit their minds to turn 
to thoughts of senatorial elections. It 
having been promised by the candi¬ 
dates that active warfare shall begin 
Immediately after the adjournment of 
Congress. 

For. several years candidates for the 
6enate have been selected In this State 
by dlrectrvot© of the people. At least 
they have gone before the people In pri¬ 
mary elections, and the result of the 
primary governs the Legislature In the 
selection of the Senator. The next Leg¬ 
islature will bo elected during the com¬ 
ing summer and will assemble In Jack 
son In January, 1908. It will be called 
upon to choose two United States 
Senators—or rather to Indorse the two 
that are selected by the same primaries 
selecting the members of the Assem¬ 
bly. The primaries will be held In Au¬ 
gust, at which time all State, county 
and district officers are to be chosen. 
The Indorsement by the primary means 
©lection, of course. There Is no bolting 
the verdict of the primary, no inde¬ 
pendent candidates, and no opposition 
to the Democratic nominees. For these 
reasons Interest centers In the primary, 
and it Is then the vote of the State is 
cast. All contests being settled, the 
elections In November really amount to 
nothing, and only about one-third of 
those who vote In the August primary 
take the trouble to visit the polls in 
November. 

• • • 

No Opposition To McLaurin. 

Senator A. J. McLaurin, one of the 
incumbents. having no opposition, 
no interest is being manifested in 
his affairs. His term does not expire 
until 1913. but In view of the fact 
that the Legislature meets every fourth 
year In regular session, the Assembly 
of 1908 Is called upon to name his suc¬ 
cessor. He will succeed himself. 

Senator H. D. Money, another of the 
Incumbents, has stated that because of 
his continued Ill-health and trouble 
with his eyes, he will not again offer. 
Should Senator Money be a candidate, 
there would be no trouble about his 
election, as he has been considered the 
leader of a very strong faction for 
many years and Is one of the most 
popular men the State However, he 
has announced that he Is not a candi¬ 
date, and that at the end of his pres¬ 
ent term, which expires in 1910. he will 
retire to the shades of private life and 
take no hand in the selection of his 
successor. There are only two can¬ 
didates for the succession, and both 
of them are related by ties of blood or 
marriage tp Senator Money—Gov. Var¬ 
danian being a cousin, and John Sharp 
Williams related through his wife's 
family.

The prospect Is that the contest is 
going to be one of the most exciting 
that Mississippi has experienced In 
many years. It is settled that there 
will be no “walk-over" for either Var- 
daman or Williams. Both are popular 
and both have strong and Influential 
friends who will do everything possi¬ 
ble to advance their political fortunes. 
It Is possible that Varda man has more 
active personal friends than has Wil¬ 
liams. His strength was shown In his 
race for Governor four years ago. his 
election having been a very great sur¬ 
prise to the old-time political managers 
of the State. The secret of Vardanian’s 
success then was that he had a plat¬ 
form, an Issue that the common people 
could understand and appreciate, and 
the great majority of the voters, es¬ 
pecially the younger element, was with 
him heart and soul. 

There is no doubt that Vardoman 
rode into the Governor's office on the 
back of the negro—and he Is still riding 
him at breuk-neck speed.

Williams’ Campaign. 


Indianapolis. March 2.—-[Special. ]— 
Conservative members of the Indiana 
General Assembly are visibly disturbed 
over the strides that paternalism Is 
making in the State and are surprised 
that the old arguments against it. 
which could once be successfully In¬ 
voked in restraint, no longer have any 
Influence over the majority of those 
who have been sent to the Legisla¬ 
ture as the representatives of the peo¬ 
ple. It has long been an axiom, they 
say. that the Individual could not be 
deprived of bis liberty except upon the 
broad ground that he had become dan¬ 
gerous to the State and on this theory 
Julls were built for criminals and asy¬ 
lums for lunatics; but the present Leg¬ 
islature seems determined to put all of 
the people of the State In a class known 
as Imbeciles and then proceed to guard 
their Interests by hedging them about 
with laws to protect them against 
themselves. 

Several bills In the Legislature, some 
of which have already passed one or 
both Houses, illustrate the tendency | 
against which the foregoing criticism 
hits been leveled, but despite the ef- j 
forts of the conservative class in the 1 
House and Senate there Is a growing 1 
disposition to “safeguard’* the people j 
at the expense cf principles which have ! 
heretofore been regarded os too sacred I 
to be disturbed

Local Gas Laws. 


One of these bills, the most drastic. 
Is the measure relating to a local gas 
company whose franchise expires In the 
course of two years. The company is 
now selling gas at ninety cents per j 
thousand and a citizens company was 
recently organized under a franchise 
f that the new corporation Itself sug¬ 
gested and which makes the maximum 
price sixty cents. Of course, if the new 
company establishes Its plant and sells 
gas at the franchise rate, the old com. 
pany would have to meet that rate 
or go out of business. for no one would 
suppose that the people of this city I 
would pay ninety cents for a com- | 
modlty that would be delivered to them 1 
at sixty cents. 

The Legislature, it seems, has taken 
a different view and has enacted a law ' 
which makes It Illegal for the Board of I 
Public Works and the Common Council I 
to grant any franchises In the future j 
to a ga? ('ompany at a higher rate than » 
sixty cents per thousand cubic feet, j 
The city authorities ai*e given no dis¬ 
cretion whatever in the matter. No 
difference what conditions may arise, 
what the price of coal may be when 
the present franchise expires, the com¬ 
pany must sell gas at sixty cents or be , 
denied the right to sell at all. And ! 
should the new company not be pre¬ 
pared to supply gas to all consumers ! 
at the end of two years and the present 
company should refuse to accept a fran¬ 
chise with such limitations as to price, 
Indianapolis would be without fuel and j 
illuminating gas. As the new company 
Is depending upon securing a svstem 
of pipes already In the ground, failure j 
to do so would neeessarilv result In ! 
long delay and the possibility of the 
city being without gas is not as remote 
as it otherwise might be.

Smaller Towns Controlled.

Mr. Williams has announced that 
Immediately after the fourth of March 
when Congress shall have adjourned, 
he will return to Mississippi and enter 
®t once upon an active campaign of 
the State. He has already flooded the 
State with letters and Interviews, 
setting forth his platform and Ideas on 
the greater Issues of the day, but it 
cannot be said that he has really en¬ 
tered upon the race. He has challenged 
Governor Vardaman to meet him in 
Joint debate, but so far the Governor 
n.is declined to agree to the proposi¬ 
tion. Having failed to secure an af¬ 
firmative answer to his proposition for 
a. Joint canvass. Mr. Williams announces 
that he will follow the Governor around 
wherever! he may go. and Insist on a 
division of time. 

The Governor stands pat with Mr. 
Bryan on Jiis railroad ownership and 
supervision pronunclamentos. while 
Mr. Williams does not. The Governor 
is for Bryan first last and all the time 
and would fix a platform to suit him. 
Mr. Williams would build the platform 
and invite *Mr. Bryan to step on It. 
In this Mr. Williams has the people of 
the State with him. They do not be¬ 
lieve that the Democratic party belong 
to Mr. Bryan. There are few people 
tn the State^who are wedded to Gov¬ 
ernment ownership of the railroads. 
They would like to see supervision and 
the enforcement of the laws, but they 
consider ^ownership too big a propo¬ 
sition fof'the Government to tackle. 


The assumption that the people here 
were not able to take care of them¬ 
selves suggested the broader assump¬ 
tion that all the people of the State are 
In the same deplorable condition, and a 
Mil was offered and has passed one 
branch of the Legislature making It il¬ 
legal for the authorities of cities in ex¬ 
cess of 6,000 population to grant a fran¬ 
chise for the sale of gas art a price high, j 
er than ninety cents per thousand. 
While the Legislature has said that the 1 
people of Indianapolis shall not be per¬ 
mitted to pay more than ninety cents a ! 
thousand for gas. it has decreed that 
other cities may pay ninety cents. Cities 
that are affected by this bill include 
Evansville, where water transportation 
and adjacent coal mines make coal very 
much cheaper than here, and* Terre 
Haute, which has coal within a stone’s 1 
throw of Its limits. 

In the same class with these two com¬ 
panion bills are two others that are 
designed to take care of the people. One 
proposes thait where a private gas, elec- I 
trio light, water or telephone plant is I 
In competition with a munlclpal-oovnel 1 
plant and reduces Its rates for any 
cause, the reduced rate shall at once 
become the franchise rate, and the cor¬ 
poration is Inhibited ever afterward 
from restoring the original price The 
bill Is. of course, aimed tp protect such 
plants as municipalities may establish, 
and declares that a price made to one 
must be the price made to all. 1

Uniontown, ICy.. March 2 —The Con¬ 
troller of the Currency has approved 
the organization of the First National 
Bnnk at Uniontown; capital 825.000. The 
men behind this enterprise arc: Will¬ 
iam M Morgan. J. c. Hamilton. Gibbon 
Chapman. J. V. Runyan, of this city, 
and W T Denny, of Morganfield.

a debt of $250,000 has been piled up In 
an effort to famish electric light to that j 
city.

concerning which much of fa¬ 
vorable comment has been 
written, will be presented at 
Macauley’s for the first fyalf of the week, 
beginning to-morrow. The new piece la an- 
nonneed as American comedy In four 
acts, by Paul Armstrong, a clever young 
newspaper man who had previously writ¬ 
ten a fairly good farce called "The Super¬ 
stitions of 8ue" and a better melodrama 
which found sotne favor in the West un¬ 
der the title of "8t. Anne." "The Heir 
to the Hoorah," however, Is neither farce 
nor melodramn, though It combines some 
of thv qualities of each as they are un¬ 
derstood In Ameilcan dramatic nomen¬ 
clature. It l» a Western play, and all 
four acts take place In Interior scenes. 

The hero of the piece Is Joe Lacy, a 
miner and typical rough d.amond, one of 
a trio of chums who have seen hard days 
In their quest for geld, nnd who have 
finally been enriched by the Hoorah Mine. 
Ji'V tomes East, marries a society girl 
with u mamma, takes them bbtli back 
\\ est in a private car, and realizes after 
a little that the comic pupils are not so 
very far wrong In their descr.ptlons of 
the much-bcraicd mother-in-law. 

Joe has done a handsome thing by the 
girl when he married her. and Mrs. Jue. 
being well established In this world s 
fc"ods through her marriage settlements, 
the mother-in-law takes Joe in hand and 
sets about nagging him Into a separation 
from his wife. His crudities of manner 
and of speech afford the old lady abun¬ 
dant material for her purpose and before 
Inrig it is a cose of "Betsey and 1 are 
Out." After Jo© and his wife have 
parted, an heir to the Hobrah Mine is 
born and through the baby, eventually, 
of course, the couple are brought to¬ 
gether again. There are two subsidiary 
love stories which furnish amusement 
along high comedy and low corned} lln s 
One is an nffa.r between Van Rensnlacr 
Kelly, a Harvard man who has gone 
"broke" and who seeks to better his 
fortunes ns n foreman. In the Hoorah 
Mini', and Mrs. Kato Brandon, a breezy 
Western widow, who, as th« owner of the 
Katydid Mine, has nil sorts «.f money 
nnd a disposition to nh*r^ it with Kelly. 
The jthcr little love story has to do with 


Bud Young, n crude Westerner, partner 
of Joe Lncy In the Hoorah, who has been 
"strung" along by Joe und Dave Lacy 
about a certain maiden aunt. Madge 
Casey, until, as he says, before he sees 
Madge, that "whenever he has a n ght- 
mnre the maiden aunt Is it. When, 
however. Miss Casey, svelte, youthful and 
beautiful, arrives fresh from Vnssar. 
things aro different, nnd she completes 
her revenge for the unfortunate Bud’s 
misjudgment by eventually marrying him. 

There is a quaint trio of typically West 
ern men. miners and cowboys, which 
adds to the humor of the story. Desiting 
to present the heir with a suitable birth 
gift, th© members of the trio n«*k advice 
as to the proper thing, and when loll 
that a mug or spoon would be the con¬ 
ventional iHft. express themselvea with 
much disdain 

"What! a mug or a spoon for Jo.>'s 
kid," demands Bill Ferguson, "llell! give 
him a mine." 

"N’nw give him a ranch." Interpolates 
Gus Ferris, who wears spurs with his now 
evening clothes 

A British butler of much self-import¬ 
ance Is prcperly put In his place by u 
truculent 111 tie Japanese valet, who Is 
master of Jhi Jltsu. and the proud t nde 
of th© Heir to the Hoorah, never fulls 
to arouse the I'slMHtl s of th' married 
people In the audience by telegraphing an 
order for six thoroughbred cows—on» for 
each day In the week except Sunday— 
when he gathers thnt the h i* apparent Is 
likely to b® a "bottle bnhy."

“The Walla of Jericho”—Macnuley’s. 

"The Walls of Jericho," In which James 
Iv Hackctt will appear at Macauley’s 
■ Thursday. Friday and 8<ttur<!ay nights 
and Saturday matin*?©, has been described 
1 as a modem society ploy that Is neither 
IXI compromise between a polLshed farce 
l nnd a drawing-room melodrama nor a 
cheap excuse Tor a ruslllnde of so-called 
ffptgrurna. Alfred Sutru’s play throbs 
with dramatic quality, and Is at the same 


time a genuine piece of literature nnd Is 
wcdl adapted for those who delight In 
thinking at the theater As a picture of 
life "The Wnlls of Jericho" is veracious. 

In this play, typical of modern high 
society In London, It Is said the purpose 
Is distinctly good, the working out of the 
theme at every point skillful, vivid and 
strong. Wherever it has been seen Mr 
Hackctt has been thanked for putting 
such a play before the public. 

Mr. llackett Is s« en a* John Frobisher, 
a good fellow—they call him Jack—of 
stamina and Judgment, who has carved 
quite a fortune in Australia, has been 
an active factor there In the progress of 
the Commonwealth nnd has come to Lon¬ 
don with his huge fortune, taken a wife 
from the peerage, lived for three years in 
the fret ami stew of society and come 
Into perfect knowledge of the aimlessness 
of his existence and those about htm. Hts 
i high ambitions ore laughed at. his wife 
I drawn from his side Into n vortex </ 
j foolish gaiety, his son neglected by hef. 

I his money squandered, his self-respect 
shanl'd and the soul of him made sick. 
A gold man seems about to be definitely 
I wasted, when a crisis In his domestic 
, Ilf© arouses him and the real man awak- 
ens. Tie determines to remove himself 
| an«l those dear to him from their rotten 
environment, and. after being balked by 
the selfishness, laxity and sl<>th of th a? 
whom the poison of ease has permeated, 
j he sui'ceeds in his alms. The denouement 
Is reached after four acts of Interesting 
episodes and animuted, thoughtful eollo- 
quy. 

Mr. Sutra’s work has been credited with 
having something of the character of 
ib.gnrth in hl■? veracity and much of the 
sparkle of Sheridan. All thoughtful crit¬ 
ics. who have seen the play, have frankly 
admitted that he has put the spirit or 
the old comic masters Into contomnora- 
nooi*i material, arid as a picture oi the 
xige his piny Is of great value. It Is not 
In any sense whatever a Biblical t !uy ns 
its title might lend ore to suspect. It is 
a pure pml simple society drama, pictur¬ 
ing society of to-day with unerring force.

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EFFORT TO FREE 
ETLY ABANDONED 


Follows Counsel's Interview 
With Annie Etly. 


Little Girl Not Allowed To 
Go On Stand. 


Defense Withdraws Motion 
To Permit Bail. 


TESTIMONY OF DETECTIVES. 


Following a private and apparently 
in satisfactory Interview* between John 
Ik Etly*s counsel. Judge James P. Tar- 
iln, and th-e defendant’s daughter, 
Annie Etly, who Is the chief witness for 
the Common wealth In the case In 
which Etly la charged with the murder 
vt his wife, Virginia Etly. Judge Tnr- 
vln withdrew his motion that Etly 
should be released on ball. J. M. Huf- 
faker, Commonwealth's Attorney, had 
demanded that he be present at the 
Interview. However, at Judge Tarvln's 
objection. Special Judge Allen Kinney 
overruled him and held that he could 
only allow* the Interview to proceed in 
his presence and behind closed doors. 
The girl had been brought to court at 
the instance of the defendant's attor¬ 
neys, who have oontended all along 
that she was an unwilling witness 
against her father, and that she was 
now being practically held a prisoner 
to convict him. 

When questioned In open court the 
girl stated voluntarily that she did not 
wish a private Interview* with her fa¬ 
ther, as had been suggested by his 
counsel, and that she did not w*ish to 
talk privately with Judge Tarvln.

It 
Is regarded as a significant fact that, 
though the girl had been summoned to 
court for the defense, she was not put 
on the stand, and at the conclusion of 
the introduction of several witnesses 
Judge Tarvln withdrew* Etly*s motion 
for bail without w*aJting for the court 
to pass on It.

Decision Against Railroad. 

Charles D. Marsh, who has made 
rather an amusing and unusual array 
of allegations In his suit against the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com¬ 
pany for $1,600.S9 as damages wa* de¬ 
clared by Judge O'Doherty yesterday to 
have u sound «ause for action and the 
defendant’s demurrer was overruled. 
Marsh came from Cincinnati to Louis¬ 
ville on a night train, but did no-t wake 
up when he reached here. He aroused 
himself, however, after the train had 
started on south and before It reached 
the Fourth-avenue crossing. He de¬ 
manded to be allowed to get off there, 
but It was refused him by the con¬ 
ductor. who told him that the train 
would not stop before reaching 4 Leb¬ 
anon Junction. 

Marsh went on to Lebanon Junction, 
where he got off and where. In accord¬ 
ance with Information furnished him 
by the conductor of the train he left, 
he expected to catch a train back to 
Louisville In about half an hour. The 
train, however, did not stop and he was 
left on the station platform at Lebanon 
Junction all night. Judge O’Doher'y 
held that w*hlle the railroad company 
waa not to blame In failing to arouse 
him when he reached Louisville from 
Cincinnati, it was the duty of the de¬ 
fendant to show cause why it did not 
mop and let him off at the Fourth- 
avenue crossing. 

Dr. Moraweck Asks New Trial. 

Counsel for Dr. Ernest Moraweck, who 
was declared by a Jury In Judge G.*r- 
don’s court to be responsible to the es¬ 
tate of Julius Martlneck. of which he 
was the executor, for bonds werth 15.000, 
yesterday at Joint session moved for a 
new* trial on the ground cf newiv dis¬ 
covered evidence. One of the points 
raised against Dr. Moraweck was that 
he had deposited ft certain amount with 
the Fidelity Trust Company on April 
7. 1906, which apparently consisted of 
the matured coupons of the bonds. 

It was pointed out as significant that 
the deposit ellp for this amount was 
mysteriously missing and that If found 
It would show the deposit to be coupons 
and not cash. 

The motion for a new trial was sup¬ 
ported by nn affidavit of H. W. Cheno. 
weth, teller of the Fidelity Tru.n Com¬ 
pany, which was to the effect that he 
his discovered the missing deposit slip 
in the wrong bundle of papers and that 
it showed a deposit of cash Instead of 
coupons. Judge Gordon took tne ques¬ 
tion under submission. 


It whs ascertained that the Etly girl 
had bold Judge Tarvln afrout what she 
has Informed the grand Jury when an 
Indictment for murder was found 
against the defendant, and also that 
she repeated In substance what she had 
imparted to Col. Sebastian Gunther 
and Mrs. Kate Hayman when she made 
her confession. 

When the matter was taken up and 
before the private interview Judge 
Tarvln stated that Annie Etly had for 
a week following the killing made 
statements In which she completely 
exonerated her father. He charged 
that she was’tnen abducted by the of¬ 
ficers of the Juvenile Court Mr. Huf- 
faker vigorously objected to the word 
•'abducted,” and denied lbs application. 
Judgv Tarvln then charged that Annie 
Etly had been forced or bribed to tell 
a story* Incriminating her father. Mr. 
Hnffalter here interrupted: 

'That’s not true. Judge Tarvln, and 
you know* It The girl made statements 
Incflmlnoting her father without the 
fear of any threat or compulsion. She 
only exonerated her father when he 
threatened to kill her." 

It was then that the private Inter¬ 
view* was demanded and arrangements 
made by which Judge Tarvln saw the 
girl.

Detective On Stand. 


Detective Martin Donahue was the 
first witness put on the stand tor the 
defense. Judge Tarvin's effort to get 
hl»n to tel! what Annie Etly had told 
him was denied by the court. He 
stated that, beside himself. Detectives 
Sexton, Brown, Harding. Armstrong, 
Bott, Forstlng and Ross had all w*orked 
on the . Etly case. On cross-examina¬ 
tion he said that after he arrived at 
the Etly home and scrutinized the win¬ 
dow sills In the front room he found 
that the dust had not been at all dis¬ 
turbed except by four finger marks, 
and that Patrolman Rees had explained 
he had made these. 

The witness related that Etly had 
told Col. Gunther that he had not seen 
the butcher knife which had been 
taken from his house during the pre¬ 
vious six months. He said that Annie 
Etly. whd was present, then Interrupt¬ 
ed him and said that the defendant 
and hia wife had been using It con¬ 
stantly. The knife had been found In 
the cupboard with other kitchen uten¬ 
sils. The witness denied that he had 
made a statement to a reporter of an 
afternoon paper Just after the killing, 
that he “wished to say that Etly had 
nothing to do with the crime, and that 
It was wrong to suspect him in his 
great grief.” 

Mrs. Hattie Pendleton, a next door 
neighbor of the Etlys, swore that she 
had been called over to their house by 
Etly after Mrs. Etly had been attack¬ 
ed. She gave her experience there that 
night. 

Detective Bott told of finding the 
butcher knife. He reached the Etly 
home four hours after Mrs. Etly died. 
He had also found Etly’s razor, but it 
was clean and dry.

AVERAGE NUMBER OF ARRESTS 
DURING LAST MONTH. 


Total of 416 Taken Into Custody- 
Only On Last Sunday Was No 
Entry On Slate Made. 


The report of Operator Alexander Bus¬ 
ier, of Central pollco Btetlon. for the 
month of February showB that 41b nr- 
r*' 8 t 9 were made during the twc*nty-elght 
da vs of the month, or an average of four¬ 
teen arrests n day. On Sunday, February 
24, not a single arrest was made by offi¬ 
cers or patrolmen reporting to Central 
suit loti, something which has not hap¬ 
pened before In mnny years. However, 
oven with the “off day” at Central station 
tho patrolmen of the Second and Third 
districts managed to more than drtuble 
the number of’'arrests made in any othtr 
district and 204 arrests nre credited to 
them. But even with the total number 
of arrerts exceeding 400 the month was 
conridered “light” with the police and 
everybody, except those arrested, was on 
good behavior. 

There were 143 persons arrested for dlF*- 
orderhy conduct; sixty-three for being 
loth drunk and disorderly; thirty-three 
Suspected felons; seventeen “plain 
drunks;” fifteen on petit larceny charges; 
fifteen on grand larceny charges; twelve 
for malicious cutting, eleven for begging 
and eleven for carrying concealed and 
deadly weapons. Arrests made on other 
charges exceeded In each case les» tr.an 
ten In number. 

On murder charges four arrests were 
made; three for accessory to murder; two 
for assault to kill; two for attempt to 
rape; one for forgery; two for obtaining 
money under fftJe nrcten9es: nine for 
housebreaking and four for robbery- 

Of the 416 arrested perrons. 348 were 
men and sixty-eight women; 311 were 
white and 3*1 negroes: two Italians; two 
Rusutnris and one from Ireland.

The Hen Gives An Object Lesson, 
One of the moat Important and di¬ 
verting episodes of the past week was 
the appearance of the homely American 
hen In tho role of '‘trust buster." 

Eggs were soaring. The trust had 
cornered the market and had sent the 
prices up to an exorbitant figure. The 
magnates smiled and the consumers 
mourned. 

But behold, the great American hen 
oame forward as the champion of the 
people. "Cluck, cluck!" said she. and 
in forcible hen language she said what 
she thought of the truat- Then she be¬ 
gan her warfare by laying new and un¬ 
adulterated eggs. She flooded the mar¬ 
ket with her eggs. The smile went 
from the faceo of the magnates to the 
facok-qf the consumers, who, In ex¬ 
change, allowed the magnates to 
mourn. And down came the prices.. 

The American hen has shown what 
competition can do. She "busted” the 
trust by a very simple trick. 

Just as she caved the American peo¬ 
ple from this trust tyranny, so could 
the admission to our various markets 
of foreign competitors save them from 
other trust tyrannies. The Dlngley law 
shuts out competition. The American 
trusts are enabled thereby to ptunder 
the people. A tariff for revenue only 
In place of the Dingley law would 
make It possible for consumers to buy 
all aorta ot commodities at reason¬ 
able prices. Just as the flooding of the 
markets by the hen has lowered the 
price of eggs. It would smite all the 
trusts where they live. Just as the hen 
smote one of them last week. 

All Hope Abandon, Ye Who Read 

Our last hope has been knocked into 
a cocked hat by a peculiarly melancholy 
type of scientist who contributes to 
Paris Cosmos an article offering 
seemingly 1 noon tro vert Iblo evidence 
that boiling the water we drink not 
only does not do any good, but actual¬ 
ly gives the Grim Reaper added oppor¬ 
tunities to pass his scythe through our 
shins. 

Boiled water has been regarded up to 
this time as a perfectly harmless if 
somewhat Inert beverage. But. says 
the French savant, "when we are con¬ 
tent to boil our drinking water we ob¬ 
tain only a partial and quite illusory 
sterilization " 

It seems that by heating water to 
a sufficient degree—which may be done 
Jby usings specially designed apparatus 
known only tc scientists at present—the 
stuff may be transformed from a 
zoological garden Into an unimpeach¬ 
able Irrigant with nothing worse In it 
than the succulent bodies of well- 
boiled germs. But boiling a shirt Is one 
thing and boiling a germ Is another, 
••Certain spores require for their de¬ 
struction a sensibly higher tempera¬ 
ture." 

It is not safe even to wash a ragged 
wound with water boiled by the meth¬ 
ods known to the laity, says the phy¬ 
sician, and even In surgery It must not 
be trusted. But aside from the danger 
arising from germs still living, ordinary 
boiled water taken Into the stomach 
breeds Indigestion. 

"Water sterilized by heat under 
pressure that raises temperature to 120 
to 150 C. (266 to 302 F.), when devices 
ore used to prevent the escape of dis¬ 
solve, d air. and not allow the precipita¬ 
tion and separation of the soluble com¬ 
pounds." la certified by the scientist to 
be suitable as a beverage. It Would be 
cruel to give the list of ailments that 
may be caused, according to the writer, 
from drinking merely boiled water. 

The liquor microbe, somewhat resem¬ 
bling a Texas homed toad in physical 
conformation and facial expression, 
superinduces delirium tremens in neu¬ 
rotic persons who habitually allow him 
to run at large In their stomach*, but 
to give him his due he does offrr a« 
compcn sat loti an occasional high old 
time, and the pleasing Illusion of tem¬ 
poral well being. The amalgamated 
microbes that exist in boiled water, it 
seems, are as able In establishing a 


high mortality rate among those ad¬ 
dicted to the boiled water habit, as Is 
the horned toad who hops about in the 
highball In gleeful anticipation of get¬ 
ting In his deadly work. % and tho boiled 
water microbes dole out no stimulation 
to cheer the victim along the highway 
to his horrible end. 

Milk, It has been said. Is full of bo¬ 
vine tuberculosis and water alive with 
tho germs of typhoid fever and a score 
of other diseases. "Boll it" has beon 
dinned Into our ears until wo have felt 
that to dally with raw water Is to dally 
with death. Now, according to this 
Frenchman unless we Install a 
high-pressure boiling plant in our homes 
we had as well swallow It raw and con¬ 
template the approach of death as 
calmly as our misdeeds will admit of. 


Tbs Newspaper and Culture.

ture. He apparently deplores the 
modern vogue of newspapers. 

This pose has been overworked. It 
is becoming somewhat tiresome. Once 
upon a time it was original and 
interesting. Now It gives the Im¬ 
pression that whoever affects It is 
endeavoring to set himself up as a 
rarlfied being sailing about In rarifled 
air on downy clouds, while {ie calls to 
the groundlings of mere earth to gaze 
on him and worship. When It Is not 
a pose It proclaims Its author an old- 
fashioned and laggard weakling, who 
has not the breadth of view to grasp* 
the power of the newspaper as an 
Institution that makes civilization, and 
who is so far behind the times as to 
be unfitted to teach the Ideas of the 
modern generations how to shoot, 

A person of culture la a person who 
la developed. The man who Is con¬ 
versant only with ancient history is 
not developed. Knowledge of ourrent 
history Is as necessary for his devel¬ 
opment as Is familiarity with past af¬ 
fairs. The cultured man Is in touch 
wfth the activities of his own times. 
He studies the problems of his period; 
he watches history in the making: he 
observes the progress, the aspirations, 
the customs and the habits of thought 
of his own generation. He scrutinizes 
the deeds of the great and the small, 
for the great are the leaders in the 
work of advancing the world, while the 
small are essential factor* In that ad¬ 
vancement because they are In the 
large sense the world. And he seizes 
upon the information of the day In¬ 
stantly and digests It at once, for he 
cannot afTord to take the risk of being 
led astray In his outlook by an Im¬ 
portant omission In his facts. 

The newspaper—not the fake, crazy, 
irresponsible Instigator of hysteria that 
masquerades under the term, but the 
serious, conscientious and responsible 
journal—la the purveyor of current his¬ 
tory. Every Item in It has Its weight 
as an Index to the spirit of the age. 
Every crime, every political manifes¬ 
tation, every art record, every financial 
statement In ita columns plays its part 
In enabling one to see the course of 
history and to study the human race. 
The whole shapes and corrects his out¬ 
look. It equips him for hls own work*. 
It moves him forward with the world. 
It makes him a part of hla own time. 
It balances and rationalizes him. It 
develops him. It makes for culture. 

The person who falls to read the 
newspaper 19 deficient In culture. Hls 
education Is archaic; he Is a being of 
another ago; hls information Is meager 
and unreliable, because It does not In¬ 
clude the alterations made daily In the 
facts of the past. No one is more con¬ 
spicuously deficient in culture than the 
poseur, tho fossil or the stranded 
academician who doplores newspaper 
reading on the ground that ft is at 
war with culture. 


be»t on a particular team, but by the 
learned professors, the alumni and oth¬ 
ers with whom the dlvlno thirst for 
knowledge is supposed to be superior to 
every other consideration. How many 
halfbacks, how many fullbacks, right 
tackles and the ilk© are to be numbered 
with the honor men who read Greek 
and Latin even more easily than they 
do English, and look on fluxions and 
calculus as easier than the multiplica¬ 
tion table la to a beginner? Tho aver¬ 
age render will perhaps fall to recall 
many of the football heroes that have 
been conspicuous by such superiority 
in their studies, but poeslbly fuller 
knowledge of the subject might cor¬ 
rect tho false impressions which have 
been made upon their minds. If it is 
true, however, the football advocates 
are greatly to blam© flor hot making 
us acquainted with the great scholars 
who have get their Inspiration from 
ardent struggle# over tho possession of 
the pigskin. There Is an Impression 
which may be wholly wrong that the 
best players are not brain workers.

very marrow of the subject. If a P a * 
tlcular form of athletics is good for 
eleven students, why Is it not gco.1 for 
ail? In a university with four or five 
thousand students how are the physical 
benefits which accrue to eleven, or n 
score, of the students to be diffused to 
the others? It may be zald that mr.ro 
than one football team may be organiz¬ 
ed, but still It remains true that the 
great interest of teachers and pupils 
is centered In one which takes part In 
inter-collegiato contests. It is for this 
that the -‘udents struggle most strenu¬ 
ously. It Is upon this that they bet 
their money, which Is sometimes scan¬ 
ty. It is for this that they turn out 
by thousands and imbibe many fluids 
at dangerous tendencies, and render 
night nnd day hideous with yells which 
sound like Choctaw, but certainly are 
not Greek and Latin. The widespread 
interest in theso contests is not caleu 
lated to make the students proficient in 
their studies, but that might well ba 
overlooked if it made thorn strong and 
healthy. * But how can 6,000 students 
attain health and longevity by watch¬ 
ing eleven of their fellows contesting 
the disposition of a pigskin? It Is not 
the anxiety to achieve victory, to win 
beta, that gives athletic vigor. The 
physiral benefits must be confined to 
the participants, and oven they some¬ 
times loee their lives and more fre¬ 
quently are maimed or otherwise in¬ 
jured. 

The good to be derived by all the 
>tudents of a great university from fre¬ 
quent and rational exorcise seems very 
often to be confounded with tho 
triumphs of eleven actual players. It Is 
said, and truly enough, no doubt, that 
they represent their institutions nnd 
many, if not most, of the other 
students. But advocates of athletics 
are slow about showing how men who 
do not belong to the team are bene¬ 
fited by the rough play of those who 
do. Is there such a thing as represen¬ 
tative athletics, and If so, what steps 
are necessary for the mollycoddles tlo 
corn© In for their share? This Is a 
branch of the subject that seems to 
have been neglected. 


Representative Athletics. 

The Importance of football, baseball 
and other games of that sort In col¬ 
leges and universities Is a matter con¬ 
cerning which authorities greatly differ. 
The President of the United States and 
tho president of Harvard University 
axe not in accord. It is not singular 
that there should be some difference of 
opinion on a subject of such wide range, 
but it is rather ourlous that points of 
great Importance In the discussion are 
almost always left out of view. 

There Is no controversy that physical 
exercise Is a good thing, but there may 
well be differences as to the best way to 
get It. Bmln workers undoubtedly 
need to develop their bodies and keep 
in good condition, for without health 
the development o-f the mental faculties 
will be retarded, and. besides, will 
be Ineffectual for the accomplish 
ment ef great enterprises. No doubt foot¬ 
ball Is good exercise. If kept within 
proper limits, and baseball also affords 
opportunities to create physical vigor. 
There are other sorts of exercise less 
strenuous and le^s dangerous which are 
capable of doing the student great good, 
but It is argued, with some plausibility, 
that exercise that delights the mind and 
awakens lively interest 1s much more 
beneficial. 

Now suppose all this be admitted as 
to the eleven students, and some super 
muncrarles. that compose a football 
team. If they are correctly taught and 
properly restrained they may get from 
the game a degree of physical vigor 
which will enable them to tackle with 
success Greek. Latin, Differential and 
Integral Calculus, and other abstruse 
studies. Logically they ought to 
get such mental exhilaration from their 
athlete development as will enabte them 
to distance ail their competitors In the 
race for honors, and to carry off all 
the gTeat prizes for proficiency in their 
studies. This Is the object of athletics. 
It Is. therefore, an Interesting question 
how far such grimes actually accom¬ 
plish the purpose for which they are !n-

While the Jew Is not rated as a fight¬ 
er, he has taken a brave part In all 
our wars. It Is said that in' propor¬ 
tion to his numbers he outclassed every 
other race or nationality In the Revolu¬ 
tionary War by two to one. David 8. 

Franks was on Gen. Washington’s staff, 
and there were twenty-four other Jew¬ 
ish officers enrolled. There were Jews 
in tho War of 1613. and in the Mexican 
War. Seven thousand Hebrew* were 
enlisted on both sides of the Civil War. 
and Abraham LinooKn presented medals 
of honor for brilliant military service 
to seven of that race. There were 4.- 
000 Jews In the recent war with Bpain, 
the first volunteer enlisted and the 
first man shot In that conflict were 
both Hebrews.

Commodore Uriah P. Levy held the 
highest command in the American navy 
before the Civil War, and It was he who 
abolished corporal punishment on board 
the battleships. It was Commodore 
Levy who gave to the United States 
the first statue which was given to 
the'Government to be put In the Cap¬ 
itol. This was a figure of Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson done by a French sculptor. It 
was accepted by Congress in 1878 by 
a resolution offered by Senator Charles 
Sumner.

The Jew Is always ready to a**i»t in 
public enterprises, even though not al¬ 
ways directly Interested. The Jaet $10,- 
000 necessary for the comple.lon of 
Bunker Hill Monument was given by 
Judah Touro, a Jew who woo not even 
a resident of the State cf Massachu¬ 
setts. In 1876, at the Pennsylvania 
Centennial, the Jews of tho United 
States erected a monument to religious 
liberty which was executed by M^ses 
Ezekiel, cf Richmond, Va.. the fcr3- 
moit sculptor of hls race In America. 

As early as 1711 seven Jews contributed 
to the building of the steeple of Trinity 
church. When the fortunes of the Rev¬ 
olutionary army were at such a low 
ebb the financial depletion was amelio¬ 
rated by the gifts of Haym Bolomon, 
who contributed $850,000. George Wash¬ 
ington is quoted as saying that had It 
not been for this timely gift tho cause 
of the struggling colonies might have 
failed. 

• • • 

Aside from hls many services since 
its discovery, the Jew’s claim to Ameri¬ 
ca Is strengthened by the fact that five 
members of hls race came with Colum¬ 
bus on his first voyage of discovery, 
and the expedition was finarieed with 
the personal donation of S160.00Q by 
Luis do Bantangel, a Jew. who was 
chief tax collector for King Ferdinand 
of Spain. Tho second voyage was 
financed by the money raised from the 
confiscated property of Spanish Jews. 

Tho first member of Columbus' party 
to set foot on American soli was Loub 
de Torres, a Jew. who acted as Inter¬ 
preter for the great explorer, and who 
was the discoverer of the use of tobac¬ 
co. Gabriel Sanchez was another He¬ 
brew member of the party, end he ob¬ 
tained the first grant from King Ferdi¬ 
nand to trade cattle and provisions to 
the Indians. Bernal, the ship’s doctor, 
and Rodrigo Sanchez, the superintend¬ 
ent of the ship, were both Jews. The 
fifth Hebrew of the party was Juan 
Cabrero, who was a poraonal friend of 
Queen Isabella. Berth the map and 83- 
tronomlcal Instrument which enabled 
Columbus to hold bin course were made 
by Jews. 

• • • 

The first Jew to settle In America 
was Jacob Barslmon, who came to New 
York in 1654. followed shortly by twen¬ 
ty-three others from Brazil. These 
two dozen, the nucleus of New York’s 
present Hebrew population that Is rap¬ 
idly climbing to the mllUon mark, were 
bitterly resented by Peter Stuyvesant, 
who denied them the right to hold any 
religious services, to bury their dead, 
or to do any retail business. What a 
contrast to conditions now. when tho 
Jews are leaders In ©o many lines of 
activity, notably banking, law. cloth¬ 
ing, jewelry, fine arts and tho stage. 

That the presence of the Jews in New 
York in such numbers has enabled 
Manhattan to take her present rank 
among the cities Is conceded by Mayor 
Fitzgerald, of Boston, who declared in 
a recent speech that the reason for the 
backwardness of his city In the com¬ 
mercial world was that of the thou¬ 
sand men on Its Chamber of Commerce 
only two were Jews.

Text of Report. 


"May It Please Your Honor—The Feb¬ 
ruary grand jury wishes to make the fol¬ 
lowing report: 

"Wo ha'-c found forty-six true bills, 
eleven dismissals, one hold over to tho 
March grand Jury. Owing to the short 
month and the number of cnees we only 
visited tho workhouse and Jail. 

"We found the workhouse In splendid 
condition, clean in all departments. The 
quarry, where most of tho prisoners ave 
employed, U full of water from the re¬ 
cent overflow, and arrangements arc be¬ 
ing made to have same pumped out. 

"The Jail was found clean and well 
kept, with the exception of ceilings and 
walls, which hove become blackened from 
thp mdlntors of hot fttr. The wnlla and 
cellirgs should be palmed with hard-flntsh 
paint 9 r) same could be wnshed down anl 
kept clean This would add greatly to the 
appearance of the interior of the Jail 

"We are told that the Fiscal Court Com¬ 
mittee has been at the Jail to Invesrignte 
the question of padded cells the day be¬ 
fore we made our visit. These are badly 
weeded.

Lotteries In Operation. 


"We believe from evidence before us 
that there Is a regular lottery running la 
Louisville, with agencies all over the city, 
but owing to lack of time for investiga¬ 
tion could not look Into It W’e hope the 
March grand Jury will go into the imtt-r 
fully and reach the principals as well as 
agents. 

"We respectfully Insist that better ar¬ 
rangements be mode for the comfort of 
witnesses coming before the * garnd and 
peflt Juries. Also the special jurors who 
have to wait in ante-rooms. At present tho 
black and white, male and femile ar© 
kept In halls and two small rooms, po »rly 
ventilated and badly lighted, with not 
enough chairs or benches to arcommodat© 
more than half the number usually. Th© 
present arrangements ore a disgrace to 
our city. 

"Wo would respectfully recommend th)t. 
If it Is possible, tho Prosecuting Attor¬ 
ney’s office be provided with & stenog¬ 
rapher so as to facilitate the work of this 
office and with at least one good detertfv© 
of more than ordinary ability to enable 
this office to seen re evidence as needed 
so as to secure convictions In many 
that are dismissed on account of lock of 
evidence. Conditions, as we found them 
from the evidence, the colored people 
brought before us, both prisoners and wit¬ 
nesses—some of them eight to ten years 
of age—are deplorable In the extreme and 
certainly worthy of some united effort on 
the part of the police department of Lou¬ 
isville to at least try to check same. If 
they are not able to stop it entirely. 

"In conclusion we wish to thank the 
officers of the court for the assistance 
rendered us when called upon.

TIMELY RELIGIOUS TOPICS. 


That too much attention seems likely 
to bo paid to foreign intesions the 
assertion made by leaders In practic¬ 
ally all American religious bodies who 
are leading in homo mission endeavor. 
The particular Oftu6a of tho state ments 
now made by 
In home missions 
the Laymen’s Missionary Movement, 
which ^soeks to quadruple present 
American contributions for the foreign 
mission cause. Tho object of the 
movement Is stated to bo tho preach¬ 
ing of the Gospel to tho whole world 
in thlsi generation; tho proportionate 
share of American churches and church 
members in this work catling for about 
1*40.000.000 a year. Instead of the $9,000.- 
009 now givon. 

Leaders in home mission enterpriser 
are pointing out that there are heathen 
at home as well as abroad, and wh!!** 
thety do not belittle tho forolen work, 
they are asking that It be not done 
at tho expense of or because of neg¬ 
lect of work at home. Attention Is 
being called to the fact that of the 
85,000,000 population of the United 
States only 31.000.000 arc reported as 
having membership in Christian 
churches, tho number including 11.000,- 
000 Roman Catholtcs. This leaves, 
leaders say. 54,000.000 outside any Chris¬ 
tian churches, and If. following the 
ratio of reported church membership, 
about one-third of this number may 
properly be considered to bo a charge 
on the Roman Catholic Church, It 
leaves about 36.000.000 people now in 
tho United States to whom the Protest¬ 
ant bodies have a very direct mission. 
In other words, home mission leaders 
say, while It is not disputed that work 
on the foreign field ought to be quad¬ 
rupled. work on tbe home field should 
at least be doubled before tho churches 
can assert that they are doing their 
duty In the United States. 

Immigration to the United States 
also enters into the calculation of the 
home mission officials. Something like 
1,000,000 immigrants come to this coun¬ 
try ©very year, and but a small pro¬ 
portion of them. It ts said, connect 
themselves with American churches. 
Catholics and Lutherans holding the 
larger number of their people who come 
from abroad. But leaders are saying 
that a majority of the Immigrants ar? 
Just as much •’heathen." In a technical 
sense, as the natives of Asia or Africa, 
and that they voluntarily come Into the 
sphere of Influence exerted by the 
churche: of America is no reason for 
overlooking them. A Baptist home 
mission authority puts the matter thus; 

"Some day (h»‘ h*»ath»-n In America 
Will be imit';

Leading Method!?*:? are saying that 
It Is now by no means certain that the 
plan for the unification of the Metho¬ 
dist publishing Interests will bo car¬ 
ried out, one reason being that the 
splendid profits being made under pres¬ 
ent arrangement* could hardly bo ex¬ 
pected to be greatly Increased by a re¬ 
organization. Certainly, they say. noth¬ 
ing will be datte before the meeting of 
tho General Conference next spring, 
and the Book Committee ia unlikely to 
have a special meeting to consider the 
roattrr before fall, and there would 
then be no time to put into effect any 
plan that might b* adopted before Con¬ 
ference sits. 

There Is Rome probability, however, 
that something will be done regarding 
the New York headquarters, situated 
on a valuable Fifth-avenue corner. In 
this building, which Is jointly owned 
by the Book Concern and the Mission¬ 
ary Society, are not only the ofllce3 of 
both organizations, but also the com¬ 
posing and pressrooms of the Book 
Concern. It la current opinion that the 
property baa too great a rental value 
to be economically used for a great 
printing establishment, and many are 
urging that cheaper quarters should be 
secured for the manufacturing depart¬ 
ment of the Book Concern, the *?pace 
it now occupiers being remodeled for 
renting. The matter Is complicated by 
the fact that the Missionary Society, 
one of the joint owners, has recently 
been reorganised, so that la effect the 
new Board of Home Missions, with 
headquarters In Philadelphia, has an 
Interest in the New York building. It 
Is considered possible that the gilsalon* 
nry Interests will be persuaded to dis¬ 
pose of their Interest In the building tc 
the Book Concern, which latter or¬ 
ganization would then be sole owner of 
the property and oould carry out any 
plans regardir>g It without reference 
to other organizations. 

It was reported nt the meeting of the 
Book Committee that the Methodist 
weekly papers showed last year a finan¬ 
cial Improvement, the total deficit be¬ 
ing only $13,000. one-half of which \\a« 
caused by the destruction of the plant 
of the California Christian Advocate in 
San Francisco. The young people's 
weekly, the Epworth Herald, published 
In Chicago, reported a profit last year, 
although It had shown a loss the year 
previous.

DeHart Says He Was Volunteer No. 1 In 
the Union Army.

Logansport, Ind., March 2.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—A contest for the*honor of be¬ 
ing the tirst man to enlist in the Army 
of the North during the Civil War Ik 
in progress In the National Congress 
and In the War Department bureaus 
between William M. DeHart, of Lo- 
gansport. Ind., and Charles Franklin 
Rand, of Washington. D. C., both doc¬ 
tors. 

The claims of DeHart arc In the 
hands of Senator Albert J. Beveridge 
and Congressman Frederick Landis. 
They are lighting to gain for the Lo¬ 
gan sport man an honor that has al¬ 
ready been bostov/td upon the Wash¬ 
ington man by act of Congress. They 
are lighting to secure fo.- Indiana an 
honor which they claim has been ap¬ 
propriated, by act of the Legislature at 
Albany, ns n prerogative of the State 
of New York. 

Within an hour after the news of the 
fall of Fort Sumter had be«?n flashed 
over the wires, DeHart had enrolled 
himself, as he believes, the first of 
an army that, all told, subsequently 
consisted of 2,778.304 men. 

The records of Congress and the rec¬ 
ords of New* York State, however, 
declare Rand to have been the first. 
These same records also show Rand 
enlisted two days after DeHart. Docu¬ 
ments sent to Washington attest the 
enlistment of DeHart at 9 o’clock. April 
13. 1S61. The honors Rand has been 
given were based on official records 
showing he enlisted April 15, and was 
mustered In May 13. 1861. Meanwhile 
DeHart, according to his supporters, 
was on his way to the front, arriving 
In time to participate In the first bat¬ 
tle of the Civil War—at Philippi. June 
3. 

DeHart's documents indicate he en¬ 
listed two days befure Lincoln's call 
for 75,000 troops. But Congress has

It is not to be denied that many Dem¬ 
ocrats here are not at all satisfied over 
the Inactivity of the present State ma.

There is a general belief that whether 
the* Senate finally gives In and votes to 
remove Superintendent Kelsey, a breach 
is bound to come. For Mr. Hughes in 
administering his office without con¬ 
sidering in any way the wishes of the 
politicians of his party cannot hope to 
maintain harmonious relations with 
them for the coming two years. 

Ever since John D. Rockefeller gave 
330,000.000 for the cause of education 
there has been much discussion over 
the gifts of millionaires in general and 
Just how minch money they are worth. 
Mr. Rockefeller has caused it to be 
denied that he has a billion. Ins-tead, 
the Standard Oil magnate modestly 
estimates his wealth at 3300,000.000. Of 
this sum he Is said to have given away 
$94,000,000. Andrew Carnegie, with his 
$166,000,000, has contributed $28,000,- 
000 for public purposes, the most 
worthy probably being a single gift 
of 315 , 000.000 for the creation of a fund 
with which to pension superannuated 
college professors. Stephen Girard 
gave $8,000,000 to Girard College. John 
Hopkins 37.000,000 to the university 
which hears his name, and George Pea¬ 
body 37.000,000 for general educational 
purposes. The day seems to have 
passed when the man with a million 
or tw*o was considered rich. Mrs. Anna 
Walker, the daughter of William 
Welghurran, of Philadelphia, Is said to 
be worth 3120.000.000. William Wal¬ 
dorf Astor Inherited an estate of 3150.- 
000,000, w’hlle his brother. John Jacob 
Astor, received $90,000,000. James J. 
Hill, of Great Northern fame. Is said 
to be worth 3100.000,000. The estate 
of the late Marshall Field is valued at 
the same figure.

But a abort time ago, 
he wrote a book showing how people 
are Inrarcerated In Insane asylums here 
es the result of conspiracies.

WILL TEST LAW 


GRANTING POWER TO REVOKE 
PHYSICIAN'S’ LICENSES. 


Injunction Suit Filed Against State 
Board of Health By Dr. 

W. R. Ruble. 


Bowling Green, Ky.. March 2.—-Dr, 
W. R. Rubio, of Smith's Grove, 
through his attorneys, has filed an in¬ 
junction suit In the Circuit Court here 
against the State Board of Health, 
The petitioner asks the court for an 
order enjoining the board from pro¬ 
ceeding further with Its proceedings to 
revoke his license to practice medicine 
In the State. In January Dr. Rubio 
was brought before the board In Louis¬ 
ville to show cause why his license 
Bhould not be revoked because he had 
been Indicted on the charge of perform¬ 
ing a criminal operation. He says In 
his petition he is not guilty, but that 
tho board after his trial decided he 
w*as. and that they had postponed the 
final decision till March 6 In order, as 
they said, to look into the law. Dr. 
Ruble charges that the board has de¬ 
termined to revoke his license, not¬ 
withstanding he Is not guilty of the 
charge. 

The petition also sets forth that tho 
statute establishing the board and giv¬ 
ing It the right to revoke the license of 
physicians Is against the Constitution 
of the Stale and of the United States. 

At the office of the secretary of the 
State Board of Health it was said that 
the proceedings Instituted by Dr. Ru¬ 
ble's attorneys would be w*elcomed by 
the board, as It wrould enable the courts 
to put an authoritative construction on 
the law prior to Its enforcement After 
hearing the evidence in the charges 
against Dr. Ruble, the board was In 
doubt as to the construction of tho 
statute In regard to what constitutes a 
criminal operation, and adjourned to 
March 6 in order to be advised by their 
attorneys. Under this procedure they 
will be advised by the courts.

tutions. etc. If their reports carry* all 
the "copy" they have dug up, especially 
the Two-oent Fare Committee and the 
Insurance and Penitentiary committees, 
several print!ng offices will have to 
work overtime. The prediction, how¬ 
ever. Is being made that none of these 
committees will develop anythin#? that 
will result In tangible betieilt to their 
constituent*. 

The Insurance Committee has exam¬ 
ined witnesses in NashviLie, Brlertol, 
Knoxville, Chattanooga. Memphis and 
Jackson, but about the only really 
valuable thing they have developed Is 
that insurance Is a very oostiy busi¬ 
ness to the assured In Tennessee as 
compared with the* rat*a charged In 
other States. It has also been learned 
that while there is no Tennessee-Ken¬ 
tucky board standing with a club over 
the companies .and their agents, 
there are bureau* which find a way 
t» make the man who Insures ’’cough 
up” about as much as he ever did. 

• • • 

Cheaper Insurance. 

Various suggestion* looking to 
cheaper Insurance have been made to 
the committee, but in nearly every 
case there Is some insurmountable ob¬ 
stacle in the way. The facts seem to 
be that In enacting restrictive laws the 
Legislatures have caused the com¬ 
panies to strike back in various ways, 
all at the expense of the assured. Ex- 
Oov. Cox, a member of the Legislative 
Committee. Is pushing his Scat© in¬ 
surance proposition with vigor, but 
there does not seem to be much chance 
for Its adoption. Several of his fellow j 
committeemen think well of the idea, 
but under the ruling of Attorney Gen- | 
eral Cate*, thgy do not see where the 
money to pay losses is to come from. 
The Attorney General says the State ! 
cannot constitutionally lend It* credit i 
to the scheme, but there Is no objection ! 
to the State Insurance Department 
collecting premiums and paying losses . 
therefrom. 

But members realise that the proper-J 
ty owner Is not likely to take out In¬ 
surance with no more capital to pay 
his loss than such as may come from 
premium receipts, unless the rates are 
substantially what the companies now 
charge and which would In time afford 
an ample fund. The members of the 
committee, outside of ex-Gov. Cox. 
know; little of the Intricacies of insur¬ 
ance, and they aren't likely to evolve 
legislation that will be of any partlcu- j 
lar benefit to the people. 

It Is supposed bills affecting life In¬ 
surance will be taken up now, but as 
the Legislature reconvenes on the 
12th thot complex subject Isn’t likely to 
be handled very Intelligently. 

• • • 

Two-Cent Fares. • 

The Two-On t Rate Committee, not¬ 
withstanding the help given by the 
railroads, doesn’t seem to know exact¬ 
ly what to do. The committee realises 
that there Is a strong demand for lower 
passenger rates, but whether or not the 
railroads could afford 4o give them Is 
something yet undeveloped. The 
chances are that there will be a re¬ 
port to the Legislature which will pre- j 
clpitate a fight, but that the Legisla- I 
ture will conclude to let the rate alone 
for another two years at least. 

About the only tangible fact the Pent- | 
tentiary Committee has learned Is that 
the State mines are all In a bad way | 
because of car shortage, and that the 
present mines may not furnish coal 
enough to make mining at Brushy I 
Mountain profitable for many more 
years. 8ome of the committeemen want 
to have the Herbert Domain property 
opened up at once, but the majority | 
favor* digging away everything possi¬ 
ble at BruZhy Mountain before begin¬ 
ning operation* on the new lands. The I 
railroad official* say the reports of car! 
shortage and estimated losses to the 1 
mines based on same have been very | 
greatly exaggerated. In fact, they 
rather Intimate that other railroads are 
influencing the car shortage reports. 

• • • 

Assessment Bills. 


The Revenue and Assessment Com- 
mltttee has been at work on the reve¬ 
nue and assessment bills All sort* of 
rumors are coming from thf committee 
room. It is the talk that privilege taxes 
will be placed on railroads: that the 
Pullman car privilege will be largely 
Increased, and that merchants will be 
asked to pay heavier privilege taxes. 
The telegraph and telephone companies 
and the street railways are. It Is 
rumored, to also be made to shoulder 
more of the public burden. The ex¬ 
cuse for these proposed changes Is that 
the State needs the money, and that 
the corporations must furnish It. The 
loss In saloon revenues must be made 
up In some way, and the corporations 
are to suffer. That there Is to be a 
renewed effort to pass the Memphis 
Charter Bill through the House as soon 
as the Legislature reconvenes is cer¬ 
tain. Both sides are more determined 
than ever, and dispatches from Mem¬ 
phis say larger delegations than have 
ever come up will be on hand w'hen 
the Legislature reconvenes. There are 
rumors, believed to be well founded, 
that the friends of the bill now have 
enough votes pl edged t o pass the bill.

Toledo's experience In the develop¬ 
ment of higher civic Ideals ha* been 
unique, because for many years the 
dominating influence w^as that of a 
unique personality—Samuel M. Jones. 
There has been no formal organizitlon 
of voters such as other cities have 
known; there has been no Indorsement 
of "good candidates'*: nothing In the 
way of what may be pardoned for 
calling professional reform. Mayor 
Jones lived and worked here; lived not 
according to precepts, hut after an 
ideal, and -that idea! was one of con¬ 
duct. He made no appeal to the good 
citizens of the city; he made no appeal 
to the "better element:" time and time 
again he said that he did not believe 
there was any better element; to him 
all men w f ere good. His appeal was to 
"all people." Consequently, in hi* great 
work for reform, a work that In the 
•irst place freed the citizens of Toledo 
from the superstitions of party politics, 
in organization of so-called good men 
or better men going about In a pntfon- 
zlng way to teach others how to be 
mod. and to tell them how to discharge 
heir duties as citizens by voting for 
his man, would have been absurd, as 
in essentials It Is absurd anywhere 
nd everywhere. 

Four times "all the people." or at 
ieast most of the people, voted for Saru 


Jones for Mayor and elected him os 
agaflnst candidate* of thb old parties. 
The people of Toledo began to see that 
they could realize their Own personal¬ 
ity, and that they could realize the per¬ 
sonality of the city. They began to 
express themselves. The result was 
that Toledo Is perhaps more typical of 
w’hat democratic America stands for 
than any other city. 

On two occasions when the Council 
was about to pass an ordinance grant¬ 
ing to a street railway company fran¬ 
chises of which the people did not ap¬ 
prove. they went to the Council in a 
body, and without violence but wdth 
quicit determination prevented the 
Council from passing the ordinance 
they did not want. It was a new kind 
of referendum: perhaps I might say a 
"preferendum;" if there is not such a 
word, there ought to be. to describe 
such a democratic action a* this was. 

The women of Toledo werf largely 
instrumental in bringing about the 
passage of A law which gave to To- 
ledo a Juvenile Court, and they have 
done much toward Inculcating in the 
minds of the children, at least, higher 
conceptions of what a city should be 
In Its maxertnl expression. Then there 
is John Qunckel’s wonderful News¬ 
boys’ Association, training boys in 
self-government. These big leagues of 
little folk have been helpful in secur¬ 
ing cleaner Streets and alleys, and gen¬ 
erally in beautifying the yards about 
the homes of citizens. The women 
were also an important factor In cre¬ 
ating a sentiment favoring the aboli¬ 
tion of the smoke nuisance, a reform 
which the city is now trying, alvendy 
with some success, to work out. These 
are some of the things the women and 
children have done through organiza¬ 
tion. but of course, as 1 hav© said, 
there have been no voluntary civic or¬ 
ganizations of men; they have voted; 
that is all. and that is enough.

Public Spirit 

As n matter of fact, no official, how- 


*ver good his motive, however 
strong his purpose and personality may 
be. can accomplish muqh unless he has 
back of him the support of a big pub¬ 
lic spirit. It Is the #*Towth of this pub¬ 
lic spirit that Is to solve the problems 
that are perplexing us in our Ameri¬ 
can cities. Tills public spirit is sim¬ 
ply another word for democracy, and 
as the cities are the hope of democ¬ 
racy. so the problems are there to be 
worked out 

The people, of Toledo have found the 
organization provided by the constitu¬ 
tion and law^s sufficient for them to 
make a great start In the way of up¬ 
building. and where the public demo¬ 
cratic spirit Is alive and abroad—In 
a word, wherever there is a yeamJng 
for the common weal, the organization 
of the cities themselves, amended and 
perfected In such wise as experience - 
may sHbw to be necessary, will bring to 
pass more than we a* yet have dream¬ 
ed of In our citle*.

J \J have announced the death of 
Behanzln, the famous King of 
Dahomey, whose army of Amazons sen* 
cold thrills of terror down the backs of 
the best soldiers of Prance until about 
twelve years ago. He fought battle aft¬ 
er battle with the French and caused 
them no end of trouble. JUs wars with 
them ’cost millions and at one time the 
Chamber of Deputies at Paris made a 
single appropriation of $600,000 to carry 
them on. He made treaty after treaty 
with France only to break them, and it 
(was long before they were able to sub¬ 
due him and take possession of his 
kingdom. This w’as along in 1895. and 
since then they have held the King In 
captivity and prevented his having any 
connection with his country and people. 

They first carried hill off to the ,\Vest 
Indies and imprisoned^ him in Mar¬ 
tinique. a little island belonging to 
France. Later he was given a villa 
there and allowed to drive about with 
his favorite wife and one of his sons, 
and it was Just about one year ago that 
he was brought from Martinique to 
this place. The cause of his transfer 
was largely due to his ill-health and 
his fear of the volcano Mont Poloe. 
*\Vhen the eruption occurred Behanzln 
became terribly excited, and every earth 
tremor thereafter sent him into fits of 
fear that the volcanic disturbances 
might extend to his home. His nerves 
became so shattered that the French 
feared he would die, and It was ordered 
that he be transferred to Algeria and 
kept under surveillance here at BUdah, 
about thirty miles from Algiers. 

Blldah is a military station with bar¬ 
racks Inside and a great fort on the 
foot hills of the Atlas mountains near¬ 
by. It has the chief army stud of the 


Algerian cavalry and Its surroundings 
are such that U would have been use¬ 
less for the King to have tried to 
escape. He was given a villa outside 
the city walls, but he was always sur¬ 
rounded by spies and police. The King 
very well knew that It was useless for 
him to think of making his way off to 
the sea, and also that Lho 9,000 miles 
of desert between him and Dahomey 
were patroled by French soldiers on 
camels. While in Martinique he had 
made all sorts of promises of good be¬ 
havior If he were allowed to go back to 
his own country. He continued to make 
such promises here, and it la beUeved 
that the chief cause of his death was 
his homesickness for the land of the 
Amazon. 

• • • 

King Bellanzin’s Last Interview. 
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I have the honor of having had the 
last newspaper Interview with this no¬ 
torious monarch. The Interview was 
not full of meat, for the King was too 
sick to talk much, and as to the honor, 
1 doubt much if that term applies to 
the meeting with one who had prob¬ 
ably offered up more human sacrifices, 
who had killed many Christians and 
who had likely often sharpened hla 
Ivory' teeth upon the human flesh of the 
Caucasian race. At any rate. I saw and 
talked with the King In his prison villa 
without the walls. The audience took 
place several weeks slnco. My w’ay to 
the villa was over a road fenced In by 
high walls, above which the green 
branches of olive and orange trees 
waved. We passed gardena^fllled with 
roses, vineyards loaded with fat blue 
gr<apes, and by enough fig trees, I verily 
believe, to have clad the 6.UW Eves of 
Behanzln's Amazon army. 

Finally we came to a gate labeled 
"La Palsible"—"The Peaceable." It wag 
Indeed a facetious name for the dwell¬ 
ing place of this, the bloodthlrstiest of 
Kings. Nevertheless, it was there that 
Behanzln was living with his four 
wives and his numerous children. The 
villa Is a large two-story structure, 
surrounded by a veranda twelve feet 
wide, with the rooms opening out upon 
It. The house stands in an orange 


grove of several acres, and as I "went 
up the walk I passed two pet donkeys 
of the King's little ebony Princes, 
which were feeding under the trees. 

As I neared the house I was met by 
the King’s aide-de-camp, or the man 
W'ho came nearest to being his high 
oourt chamberlain. He was dressed in 
white duck, and he spoke French flu¬ 
ently. He is a negro of Martinique, 
who has been with Behanzln for some 
years. Ho took my card and asked me 
vO stay outside whllo he learned wheth¬ 
er his majesty W'ould receive us. With¬ 
in a few' moments he returned and led 
us upstairs to the veranda- Here we 
W'aked w'hile the "high court chamber- 
lain" crawled in through one of the 
window's and passed out several cane- 
seated chairs to us, asking us to rest 
upon them until his majesty was ready. 
This we did. 

As we tarried the Crown Prince, Oua- 
llno. came around the corner and w’e 
chatted with him. He Is a young fel¬ 
low of about eighteen, as black as your 
boots and with full negro features. He 
Is Intelligent, has been educated In the 
schools of Martinique and has also gone 
to school here. He speaks French weH 
and usderstonds a few words of Eng¬ 
lish, He w’as only six years old w'hen 
his father w'as carried nwny from hla 
kingdom, less than thirteen years ago. 
and, like the old King he desires to 
go bn ’k to Dahomey. He is quite dig¬ 
nified and has what might be called an 
imperial air. He told me that Beihan- 
zin had been 111 ever since he came to 
Algeria, that the weather did not agree 
with him. nor his four wives, and that 
they all wanted to go either hack to 
Martinique or on to Dahomey. He said 
he feared his father would die if a 


change was not made, and prophesied 
hla early death, which bos since taken 
place. 

• • • 

The King In Exile. 


Aftcr a few moments word came that 
the King would receive us, and we 
went with Prince Oualino around the 
veranda to the other side of the house 
and wore admitted to the imperial 
presence. The room in which the ex- 
King of Dahomey was lying opened on 
the porch, and \va caroe % right upon him 
as we entered the door He rested on 
a sort of mat, with a white pillow un¬ 
der hJs head. Ills naked black body 
was covered with only a gray-blue 
cape, which fell back as he half rose 
ami showed his skin almost to the 
waist. He had on a curious black vel¬ 
vet cap, covered with gold embroidery. 
This cap fitted his head closely, com¬ 
ing low' dow'n over his forehead and 
covering the ears, falling almost to the 
shoulders. As he talked with me he 
flow and then pullei hip gow'n up. but 
it kept falling back, exposing four or 
five square feet of oily black skin. 
Upon my presentation he ‘reached out 
a naked black arm and shook my hand 
while he said in French, "Bon Jour!” 

As v f © chatted I could see tw'o of 
his wives w f ho were w'aitlng upon him. 
One of these seemed to be undergoing 
some kind of punishment. She w’as 
on her knpes. leaning over a chair in 
the back of the room, while the other 
was crouched down flat on the floor 
on the other side of the cot from where 
I stood. Both were Jet black and of 
the most pronounced negro type. Their 
woolly hair clung close to their scalps 


in small kinky curls, they had flat 
noses, wihlte teeth and each wore great 
plugs in her ears. Their black necks, 
arm* and shoulders ware perfectly 
bare, their white skirts fitting up close 
to the arm pita, where they w’ere tied 
by twisted white bands which were 
knotted over the breast. The King at 
hlw death had only four w+Vt?s, a paltry 
allowance In comparison with the days 
of his prime, w'hen he had three-fourths 
of the young women of his whole na¬ 
tion to choose from. All of the Ama¬ 
zons w*ero at his command, and thou¬ 
sands of them were young girls of 
eighteen or more years of age. The 
King was sixty-three years old at hla 
death, and the w'omen I saw with him 
were. I Judge, each forty or fifty 
years old. No one know's how' many 
children he had. He has left several 
little ones here and some In Mar¬ 
tinique, and he had In his family sev¬ 
eral good-sized girls and the Crown 
Prince, whom I have described. I have 
a photograph which Is said to Include 
the whole outfit, but this contains only 
twelve.

He Would Return To Dahomey. 


cvf a country Dahomey wrap. He replied 
that it w'as a beautiful land, rich In its 
resources, and one where the tropical 
sun shone all day long. His eyes light¬ 
ed up as he spoke of it, and it seemed 
to me I saw his thick Mps quiver. 

I asked him how’ the people were get¬ 
ting on In his absence. He said he did 
not know, that he had been away thir¬ 
teen years and that his catptors gave 
him no means of communication. 

I then referred to the stories which 
have been published of his Amazons, 
and asked him whether those girl-sol¬ 
diers were us brave as they had been 
painted. At this the King’s lips tight¬ 
ened, and methought I could see the 
lust of battle oome Into his bleary old 
eyes. He replied that the Amazons 
were brave and faithful; but that the 
French had outnumbered'and overpow¬ 
ered them and that now he was only & 
captive In the hands of his enemies. 

I told him that I was a Journalist, 
and that I would tell the American 
people that I hod spoken with him, and 
that I could carry a greeting from him 
to them if he wished. He replied: "Ami 
terns amis," "Friends, we are all 
friends." He then reached out from un¬ 
der the cape his naked black arm, again 
exposing his skin to the waist, and 
shook hands with me as I said good¬ 
bye. 

As I went down the steps upon leav¬ 
ing I saw the French white guard 
w'atchlng me, and I was told that hla 
majesty was never alone for & mo¬ 
ment. If he drove out with hla wives 
a soldier or a policeman went with 
them to prevent any possible attempt 
at escape. His captivity w'as, in fact, 
always before him, and he was warned 
again and again that he would 6urely 
bo recaptured if he attempted to run 
away, and that although there were 
in Algeria many Sudanese negroes os 
black as himself, there was none like 
Behanzln. He was warned that the 
news of hfs loss would put the army, 
the police and the spies on the search, 
and at the same time his guards kept 
him always In sight. 

Outside this surveillance the King 
was fairly well treated by hla French 
captors. He had all his expenses paid 
by the Government. Hla villa was free, 
his French cooks cost him nothing, and 
his provisions and his scanty clothing 
w’ere supplied without charge. He had 
In addition to all this an ollow'ance 
of money of 18,000 francs a year, which 
means about $3,600 of our money, or 
Just about $10 a day. This certainly 
ought to have sufficed to keep him In 
tobacco and to have furnished now and 
then a new ear plug for each of his 
wives. 

• • • 

Dahomey Under the French. 


One of my flrat questions to the King 
w^as as to hrts health. He replied that 
he was ill and that he desired to go 
back to Dahomey, his own native coun¬ 
try. He said Algeria was too cold for 
him, and that he could not keep warm. 
He asserted that he w’as not dangerous 
to the FTencfri; that his army was long 
since disbanded; that he would make 
no further wars, and that there was 
no reason why he should not go home. 

I asked the King to tell me w'hat kind 


Everything goes by contrast, how¬ 
ever, and this allowance was as noth¬ 
ing to this negro king who once num¬ 
bered his assets by millions of franca 
and his .subjects by hundreds of thou¬ 
sands. His kingdom, as It now' is un¬ 
der the French, Is bigger than the 
State of Illinois; and Us population is 
estimated ,at more than 1,000.000. Its 
seat of government and chief business 
center, Porto Novo, has 60,000 inhabi¬ 
tants, and Abomey, where the king 


formerly lived, has 15,000. 

81 nee the conquest of Dahomey the 
French have turned things upside down. 
They have established schools In all the 
villages, and at Porto Novo there Is an 
experimental farm. I understand they 
expect to put out ootton plantations, 
and that they axe exploiting the coun¬ 
try. Between four and five hundred 
vessels now call there annually and the 
commerce Is growing. Two mil roads 
have been opened up. One of these 
starts at the port of Kotonu and has 
been pushed Inland as far as Toffo, a 
distance of sixty-four miles. It Is to 
be extended three hundred miles far¬ 
ther. A telegraph line now Jolnj Ko¬ 
tonu with Behanzln's old capital, and 
that seaport Is also connected with the 
river Niger, Timbuktu and the Senegal. 
There are a hundred and twenty miles 
of telephone In the colony and seven¬ 
teen hundred and twenty-five miles of 
telegraph lines. 

These Dahomey people are of the 
same race as our negroes. Their coun¬ 
try is on the Gulf of Guinea, from 
where the most of the slaves were tak¬ 
en In early days. They are of pure 
negro stock, and belong to the Fan 
branch of the Ewe family. The people 
go about half naked, and they believe 
In witches and have their witch doc¬ 
tors. Along in about 1R90, when Ben- 
hazin was In the height of his power, 
travelers who passed through Dahomey 
gave vivid pictures of him and his 
army. They say that he sprinkled his 
ancestors' graves once every year with 
human blood. Ho was so great at that 
time that when his people approached 
him they had to crawl up to him with 
their faces in the dust. The annual 
grave sprinkling took place in October 
and it lasted several weeks. The Ama¬ 
zons then acted as the executioners, 
and the victims w r ho supplied the blood 
W’ere usually captives taken in war. 
When the time for the killing took 
place these unfortunate wretches were 
dressed in white shirts, tied hand and 
foot and placed In baskets on the top 
of a platform. The king first made a 
speech, and then the Amazons hurled 
the victims down into a crow d, where 
they met with a horrible death. I have 
seen it stated that their skulls wore 
used to adorn the palace w’all * and that 
this king hod a sleeping chamber paved 
with the heads of his enemies. 

The army of the Amazons was one 
of the strangest features of King Be- 
hanzin's outfit. The most of thorn wer® 
young women of from eighteen to 
tw'enty-flve years of age. and many 
had been trained to fight from their 
childhood. Others were wives w ho had 
been found unfaithful to their hus¬ 
bands and others women w'ho had been 
divorced on account of their bad tem¬ 
per or their failure to have children 
or for some other reaaon W’hich cause! 
their husbands to want to get rid of 
them. They therefore handed them over 
to the king, and If they had the req¬ 
uisite physical valor they w’ere drilled 
for the Amazon corps. 

These Amazons were armed with 
sw’ords, battle-axe* and guns. They 
w’ere wonderfully brave and were 
trained to endure pain of all kinds. 
A traveler who visited Dahomey when 
Behanzln's power was at its height 


says they had 1 one exercise of climb* 
ing walls of thoTn bushes made for the 
purpose, and that they would go uv«r 
them without flinching and pretend to 
take the army on the opposite side. 
These Amazons wero the king's epe. 
dal guard, and they fought, better 
than the male warriors In the wars 
with the French. 

It is also said that after a woman 
Joined tho army she wrss shut off from 
marriage, and that the virgins among 
them w ere bound to perpetual maiden¬ 
hood except they w-eTe desired by the 
king. The Amazons were trained In 
ferocity, and the French say that In 
tho w’ar of 1S©9 their recklessness was 
increased by a liberal allowance of 
grin. The girls had Just enough liquor 
to make them devilish without inter¬ 
fering with their fighting. 

These famous black women warriors 
had a uniform of their own. They wore 
tips of horns on their heads and had 
sleevelt**s shirts of blue and white cloth 
which fell to the knevs, Under these 
were short trousers, which made It 
easy to distinguish them from the half- 
naked male warriors. !n times of pears 
they wore bells arornd their necks as a 
w'amlng to all m not In the army 
to keep out of tluir va.y. The other 
sex was afraid of th'un* too, and fled 
upon their apjv h as It was death 
to be caught p-tylng them special at¬ 
tentions. Th*. . <• . .on took vows of 
chastity upon err, the army, and 
they were. Hi fact. looked upon some¬ 
what as w. 4 vtrglns of old 

Rome. I h vo !n* ..nl many of these 
Amazons were nFui, but if so they 
must have l>i-‘n : ir different from ths 
African queer.* l saw during my au¬ 
dience with their former commander 
and king.

How tho King Fc jght In 1889. 

It Is said rhat these female warriors 
were at their best during the war 
which Beh; nzin waged with the French 
In 1889. Du; . .. thn ; struggle he caused 
a number rtf ’ ^ ?» be beheaded on a 
charge of eowattlh e, and he tried in 
every way t milk- them perfectly fear¬ 
less and 1. 0 * ; to pain. Among 

the most terrible trials of their courage 
was the climbing up walls of cactus 
bushes sixteen t<z i high to a roof car¬ 
peted with cani» several hundred feet 
long. These b.i * footed and barelegged 
girls climbed th*- cactus walls and pass¬ 
ed over the rooia carpeted with cactus 
thorns, and, so the story goes, then 
ran back and showed theniselvea to the 
King, their faces w'reathed with smiles, 
although their feet and legs were cov¬ 
ered with blood. 

One of the French officers tells me 
that the Amazons always planned to 
take their enemy by surprise, and that 
they made forced marches at night so 
as to fall upcm them early in the morn¬ 
ing. They would dash In upon their 
enemies before they were fully awmke, 
and then, with a terrible cry, would 
spring to the fray. This man says that 
he once saw 4.000 Amazons grouped 
around King Behanzln, and that they 
w’ere as muscular as the male w'arriors 
and quite as military In appearance.

The Exposition grounds cover an 
area of about 600 acres, fronting on 
the shores of Hampton Roads, with 
two Government piers extending far 
out Into the w'ater. The site is on 
Sewell's Point, within twenty minutes* 
ride of Norfolk. Portsmouth, Berkeley, 
Newport News, Hampton and Old 
Point Comfort, reached either by trol¬ 
ley or steamer. Beautiful boulevard 
drives add to Its easy access by ve¬ 
hicles and automobiles. 

Nature has been lavish in beautify¬ 
ing the site, rendering it the most at¬ 
tractive spot upon which a similar un¬ 
dertaking has ever been held. The 
grounds are equipped with a complete 
system of sewerage, electric light, 
power, gas, etc., while the natural 
beauty Is being enhanced by an elab¬ 
orate scheme of landscape decoration. 

An original and novel feature is the 
floral fence which encloses tho grounds. 


giving the whole site the appearance 
of a beautiful private park. It 1» con¬ 
structed of wire mesh, barbed and cov¬ 
ered with vines systematically planted 
so os to make an Impenetrable barrier 
of beautlfui foliage. The vines wero 
planted In May, 1906, and as they are 
native to the Southern climate they 
are already densely grown. At each 
post has been planted a trumpet vine, 
and between each post & Crimson 
Ramfbler rose bush. Betw'een the trum¬ 
pet vine and rose bushes honeysuckle 
has been trained so that the entire 
fence will be covered with a fragrant 
mass of flowering beauty. 

A winding trail through the exposi¬ 
tion grounds is called "Lover’s Lane," 
or "Flirtation Walk." It passes through 
thady and pretty groves. Near this In¬ 
viting trail runs a waterw’ajj, called tho 
"Canoe Trail." whore small boats may 
soil or steam into the grounds from 
Boush Creek Bay. A million pretty 
flowers and shrubs scattered over the 
grounds will furnish beauty and fra¬ 
grance and Inspire romantic senti¬ 
ment. 

Most of the buildings of the exposi¬ 
tion will be of permanent construction 
and In architecture wifi be typical of 
Lhe colonial period. Among the-SL* under 
construction and those already com¬ 
pleted are the Auditorium and Conven¬ 
tion Hall, Palaces of History and His¬ 
toric Art, Palace of Manufactures and 
Liberal Arts, and of Machinery and 
Transportation: the buildings to house 
the exhibits of Mines and Metallurgy 
Agriculture and Horticulture, Marine 
Appliances, the Arts and Crafts Village, 
and the Government Buildings, together 
with the Grand piers that are also be. 
Ing erected by the Government and 
that ore to extend out into tho waters 
of Hampton Roads for more than 1.000 
yards. Work on the States buildings Is 
progressing rapidly and most of them 
will be completed In the early part of 
1907. 

These beautiful grounds and perma¬ 
nent buildings, situated on the shores of 
Hampton Roads, near Norfolk, are des¬ 
tined to create an exposition superior 
and apart from previous celebrations 
of Us kind, in this that it will remain

A MONG the models for spring 
wear may be mentioned one 
very pleasing survival of the 
fittest In winter modes, and 
that In the guimpe or jumper design. 
The Princess lines, so trying to the 
average figure, so maddening In their 
exactions to the home dressmakers, are 
subtly suggested in the new Jumper de¬ 
signs, and this in Itself is a recom¬ 
mendation. Another fact in favor of 
the Jumper or guimpe is its wide range 
of possibilities. Severely outlined by 
stitching, straight Hives and flat braid, 
tt gives tnigness to the tailored cos¬ 
tume, elaborated with lace, infinitesimal 
and Innumerable tucks, It sets off the 
dressy frock, and when displaying the 
combination of tailored linen gown with 
sheer or lacy guimpe it becomes one of 
the most fascinating touches In the 
wardrobe of the summer gown. 

Properly developed In soft, supple 
goods, the Jumper emphasizes slender¬ 
ness, one desirable point In the spring 
styles. Further, there Is no fabric to 
which it will not lend itself, from soft¬ 
est of Indian silks to stlffest and smart, 
est of linen, from lightweight broad¬ 
cloth to shimmering voile of cobweb 
weave. 

In selecting the combination, remem¬ 
ber that there must be decided contrast 
In weight of fabric between guimpe and 
Jumper waist. That is, do not make 
your Jumper of flowered or figured silk 
and your guimpe of plain silk In har¬ 
monious coloring. Select lace, net or 
finely tucked chiffon or mousseline for 
your guimpe. Also, If you wish to make 
over a frock to secure the guimpe effect 
without actually employing a separate 
yoke, cut out the silk or cloth around 
the throat. Insert lace, net or tucked 
sheer material, and hide the Junction of 
the simulated guimpe and the gown 
proper with tiny ruchlngs of ribbon, in 
velvet or thffetas. fine braid, lace me¬ 
dallions connected by triple bands of 
narrow velvet ribbon, or any similar de¬ 
vice which will heighten the guimpe 
effect. 

In the Illustration the material Is 
Louisine silk. In a soft shade of green, 
while the trimming Is of graduated 
rows of black velvet ribbon. The skirt 
is tucked In alternately long and short 
groups over the hips, and may be trim¬ 
med as shown In the Illustration, or ac¬ 
cording to the fancy of the person wrho 
Is to wear the gown. Applied folds and 
tucks, especially In the linen stuffs, 
running around the bottom of the 
skirt are much In favor. 

A pink linen frock, the skirt to be 
laid in plaits, clearing the ground about 
four Inches, and trimmed In bands of 
the linen, would be smart made after 
this design. The guimpe should be of 
handkerchief linen, showing tiny hand- 
run tucks and a laoe collar; the sleeves 
of the same sheer stuff showing tucks, 
and a band of lace gathering In the 
fullness. A smart hat to go with this 
coetume would be In pink Neapolitan 
straw, with a wreath of foliage and 
pink-tipped rooes for the trimming. 

To build this costume it will require, 
for the person of medium size, about 
12 yards of 21 and 27-lnch stuff, or 7 
yards of 44-Inch material. 

A silk or linen Jumper will carry 
with It many guimpes. With the silk 
voile or w'oolen Jumper you may wear 
the lingerie or silk guimpe, while with 
the linen only sheer stuffs In linen, ba¬ 
tiste, organdy or lace are permissible. 

Another way of obtaining the guimpe 
effect is with the girdle and brotelle 
type of costumes. These are semi- 
Prinoeas, extremely simple, and may 
bo made at horn© quite easily, being 
practically a Princess skirt, with the 
bretelles over the shoulder. Many of 
these come In soft silks, with loulslrve, 
satin and taffetas leading. 

A smart model recently shown was of 
oedl blue loulslne, trimmed In graduated 


rows of deeper-toned velvet ribbon. The 
back of the skirt showed a trimming 
.of velvet buttons, and the shoulder- 
straps were of the velvet ribbon and 
wide folds of the silk, making the 
graceful drooping-shoulder effect. 

The guimpe effect Is seen In some of 
the Eton Jackets. The Jacket to a beau¬ 
tiful gray broadcloth has deep re vers 
or a Tuxedo collar of velvet, forming 
a guimpe In front, which Is of all-over 
Cluny lace. 

Anlnexpenslvejumper would be made 
of black taffeta, with guimpe and 
sleeves of linen lingerie. The skirt 
should have black bands of the mate¬ 
rial, or the black velvet ribbon as & 
trimming. While much less costly irt 
the beginning, on account of the fact 
that the taffeta does not require a skirt 
lining, a black voile, which does re¬ 
quire a silk petticoat, will last longer 
than three taffeta suits. Panama cloth, 
however, which Is also a light material, 
does not require the silk petticoat, and 
Its lasting properties have long agu 
been proven. 

A beautiful Jumper recently exhibited 
wa« fashioned of rough Bilk nouveaute, 
showing a design In delicate pale green 
stripe, on a ground of white. The skirt 
had for Its trimming five rows of nar¬ 
row Cluny lace Insertion running 
around Its full circle Just above a deep 
hem. The guimpe was of Cluny lace 
and embroidery. A chic hat to be worn 
with this costume would be of w'hlte 
chip, with an undertrlmmlng of pink 
roses and a green ostrich feather run¬ 
ning from the left side of the hat to¬ 
ward and drooping off at the back. 

A suggestion for development In dark 
blue Panama is: The skirt and gen¬ 
eral style to be on the line of the Illus¬ 
tration, with three bias bands of the 
material running around the skirt In 
place of the velvet; the guimpe and 
sleeves to be In white hand-tucked ba¬ 
tiste, showing fine French embroidery 
inserting. The hat to this costume 
would be In blue straw, with white 
wrings as trimming. 

Unless you Intend your Jumper suit 
to be a fancy reception gown. It should 
be made at least four Inches from the 
ground, so as to be a comfortable walk¬ 
ing length. Jumpers are an easy and 
charming mode of dressing the young 
girl. These gowns are often cut quite 
low- In front to reveal the lacy guimpe. 

All guimpes have a body lining, as 
well as the full sleeves, and plain or 
fancy cuffs may replace the short- 
length sleeve shown in the design. A 
standing collar or a Dutch neck may be 
used. It will require, for the person of 
medium size, 1% yards of material 21 
Inches wide for the guimpe and 1% 
yards of stuff 27 Inches wide, or if the 
material Is 44 Inches, only one yard will 
be required. 

A recent debutante In metropolitan 
society wore a white chiffon cloth show¬ 
ing guimpe effect- The slightly trailing 
skirt—but trailing no mo^e at the back 
than at the sides and In the front—had 
a wide hem and a lace Insertion let In 
about the bottom In a modified Greek 
key pattern, the modification consisting 
in the up and down bars of the lace 
running slantingly instead of straight.

W ITH relentless spring winds 
at hand It behooves every 
woman who cares for ap¬ 
pearance to look well to her 
stock of veils. Many a veil Is ca5t aside 
which might do further service If It 
srere prop rly cleaned and pressed. Also,

There Is nothing more effective over 
l woman's face than a good quality of 
whlto chiffon, provided It Is clean. And 
thoro Is nothing w’hich so quickly de¬ 
tracts from her appearance as a mus.sy, 
muddy looking veil. 

Do not allow your whlto chiffon veil 
to become too soiled. As soon as It be¬ 
gins to look the least grimy or mussy 
.vaah It according to these directions: 

Prepare In a deep porcelain bowl a 
lot suds with pure white soap. Soak 
.he veil without rubbing until this \va- 
er cools. Rinse In tepid water. Havo 
•eady some hot Irons and pieces of 
dean soft sheeting. Do not use heavy 
owels wdth pattern weaves. Place ih • 
/oiling between the two pieces of sheet¬ 
ing, making sure tnat it Is pulled 
it might, and iron, never allowing th-i 
Iron to touch the veil itsedf. Be Hure 
that the veil Is wet and the sheeting 
dry. 

In washing a pale blue veil, do not 
allow it to rc .wiln the water long, 


and It Is even better to put It In a 
large glass Jar filled with warm soap¬ 
suds, adjust the screw top and shake 
vigorously; then rinse and Iron as de¬ 
scribed above. Uso a little blueing, 
thoroughly dissolved, tn the rinse water. 
If your veil Is deep cream or delicate 
ec.ru, and you wish to preserve this tint, 
add Just clear, perfectly strained cof¬ 
fee to the rinso water. 


T HE effect of the eyebrows on the 
appearance and character of the 
face is seldom appreciated ex¬ 
cept by an actor, who In rep¬ 
resenting a part addresses himself with 
all the skill he possesses to make the 
eyebrows do as much as possible In his 
make-up to express w'hat he Is sup¬ 
posed to set forth. 

The eyebrows are very easily trained 
to an attractive manner of growth. It 
is, therefore, amazing that women do 
not take advantage of this fact and 
cultivate their brows. 

Eyebrow' brushes may be obtained In 
the shops, but a small, fine toi/thbrush 
answers the purpose very well. With It 
the brows should be brushed night and 
morning to promote their gloss and 
train them Into the proper shape. High- 
arched, delicate brows Indicate the 
aristocrat. 

If they are thin a drop of olive or 
almond oil, or a bit of pomatum or 
vaseline should bo rubbed gently Into 
them. 

The eye needs the protection of dark 
lashes and brows, so this Is care which 
health dictates as well as beauty. 

Ill-shaped brow's may be disciplined 
Into the proper outline by running a 
mucilage brush over them at night.

The 
object Is not to stimulate large, broad 
or heavy brow's, but to give a velvety 
softness and close growth to a narrow, 
arched band. It Is disfiguring and 
gives a sinister cast to the counte¬ 
nance when the brows grow together. 
This should be remedied by use of 
depilatories or electricity. 

An approved eyebrow and eyelash 
tonic Is; Lavender vinegar, 2% ounces; 
glycerine, 1% ounces; fluid extract of 
Jaboramll, 2 drams. Apply to the 
brows with a brush, and to the lashes 
with a tiny camel's hair paint brush. 
The brush must be freed from any 
drop and passed lightly along the 
lashes, exercising great care that no 
minutest portion of the lotion touches 
the eye Itself. 

A stimulative pomade Is: Red vase¬ 
line, 2 ounces; tincture of oantharides, 
1 dram; oil of lavender, 15 drops; oil of 
rosemary, 15 drops. 

Do not blacken the brows with a 
pencil, as this gives a stagey appear¬ 
ance 

The grow'th of the lashes Is greatly 
facilitated by clipping them at regular 
Intervals for a few months. As the 
task requires a firm, confident touch, 


they must be in 
color of the hair. 

Styes are occasioned by the Irritation 
of the hair follicle out of w’hich an eye¬ 
lash springs. They should be opened 
as soon as the pus Is formed, for they 
will not get well as long as the pus 
remains. 

For inflammation of the follicles and 
scallness add to an ounce of vaseline 
fifteen grains of precipitated sulphur. 
In applying this ointment It la well to 
warm it a little, as It will not be so 
sticky then. 

A pomade to be rubbed on the lid and 
lashes to cure stves Is: White vaseline, 
8 grams; w’hlte precipitate, 10 centi¬ 
grams; oil of blrvh, 10 centigrams. 

J» C.—A blackhead lotion contains 
boracic acid, 1 dram; alcohol. 1 ounce; 
rosewater, 2 ounces. Steaming the face 
will help greatly to make the face yield 
its hardened contents. This should be 
done once a week. Before applying the 
lotion the following cleansing cream 
should be used: Orange flower water, 
4 ounces; oil of sweet almonds, 4 
ounces; white wax, 2 ounces. 

K. E. J.—For falling hair apply the 
following lotion every other night: Bay 
rum. 10 ounces; resorcin, 20 grains; 
oantharides. 3 drams. After the appli¬ 
cation massage the scalp for ten min¬ 
utes.

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W HO .ots the fashions • 
The question never 
has been, and it never 
will be, answered satis¬ 
factorily. About 800 years before 
the birth of the Christian era some¬ 
body or something ordained that 
the daughters of Zion should wear 
changeable suits oX apparel, round 
tires (tiaras) like the moon, man¬ 
tles, wimples and crisping pins.

Who ordained that good men’s 
tobies must no longer groan under 
jibe weight cf a dozen dishes, but be 
decorated with Bowers, and * ricked 
out with chef d’oeuvres, and that all 
which builds up and 6o)accs the in¬ 
ner man shuJ! be served from 
kitchen and “service table”? Who 
dictated that fish is not to be touch¬ 
ed with the knife and ice cream 
must be eaten with a fork in prefer¬ 
ence to the honest and convenient 
spoon? 

Who banished tho “sido dish” 
from the main board and taught 
ins to call if iui entree? 

We, who cling to English speech 
—sometimes at the expense of 
grammar and oftener by the sacri¬ 
fice of elegance—persisted in nam¬ 
ing them as “made dishes” until 


chefs and butlers put us to open 
shame and forced the foreign 
phrase between on- teeth. We all 
say “entree” meekly now, end we 
have ceased to torment ourselves 
with speculations as to the identity 
of the Tyrant to whom man and 
woman kind have done homage for 
all these thousands of years. In the 
days of the Empress Eugenie we 
said with glib complacency that she 
“gave fashions to the world.’* She 
sank out of sight, and the name¬ 
less Despot of whose abiding place 
no man knoweth unto this day still 
tells us, though his thousauds of 
myrmidons, what we shall wear, and 
when; what we shall eat, and how 
and where. 

MODERN IMPROVEMENTS 

This is not a growl, dear reader! 
The Dictator is not consistently 
unkind. We eat. drink and live, 
generally, more sensibly than our 
fathers dreamed of doing. Put ono 
can’t help wondering how it hap¬ 
pens that we do 1 When did you, 
dear housemother, who lay no claim 


to the reputation of a fashionable 
'woman, discover that it is no long¬ 
er “the thing” to have a hot roast 
at the foot of the table to be carv¬ 
ed by John, a secondary roast at 
the head, a couple of side dishes 
and faithful thinkings of vegetables 
up one side of the board and down 
the other? This was entirely en 
regie for the second course of a 
dinner party forty years ago. Soup 
preceded it. When we wished to be 
in very fine feather, we had a fish 
and a salad course. Can you cast 
your thoughts backward and tell us, 
with any degree of accuracy, how 
you arrived at the conclusion that 
your present mode of serving and 
eating was the better way—in fact, 
the one and only way for “nice 
people” to adopt? Go a step fur¬ 
ther. How did it come to pass that, 
without any concert of action, all 
your neighbors also took to the al¬ 
tered fashion of “diners a la 
Russe,” and the accompaniments of 
service table and n dozen etceteras 
to which your children have been 
used for the major part ot their 


lives? We spoke with bated breath 
of giving what the consulting cater¬ 
er called “a course dinner” when 
those young folks were in the nur¬ 
sery. We sit down to “course din¬ 
ners” seven days in the week, now¬ 
adays. Wo have not grown much 
richer. Our position in society is 
an inheritance from parents who 
were of gentle blood aud breeding. 
Vet we do not live as they lived. 
Who sounded tho order lor tho 
change of base? 

“Entree” is defined in ro.v small 
manual of “Kitchen French’ us “si 
made dish introduced between the 
principal courses of a dinner.” The 
definition is good—as 1 once heard 
a circuit rider say encouragingly to 
a brother who stammered to a hope¬ 
less breakdown in the middle of 
a prayer—“very good, so far a9 it 
gocsi” But “made dishes” is a 
term so constantly applied to 
“rechauffes,” or warmed-up meats, 
that we have come to associate it 
exclusively with “left-overs.” And 
all entrees are not second thoughts, 
an effort more or less successful, to 


evolve savoriness out of insipidity. 
For example, sweetbreads, kidneys, 
mushrooms, asparagus—in some 
of the ways I have written of 
lately—macaroni in divers shapes, 
Bweet corn on the ear or as a pud¬ 
ding, stuffed eggplant-—and half a 
score of other “first hand” ediblea— 
are entrees. I do not undertake to 
supply one word which will aptly 
define what has superseded the ob¬ 
solete side dish; the intermediate 
course of the company dinuer, and 
which serves excellently well as the 
principal dish of the family lunch¬ 
eon when the base is meat. As a 
matter of necessity and custom, we 
fall back upon “kitchen French” 
and cover the long list—growing 
with the increasing luxuries of our 
civilization—with the ambiguous, 
elastic ENTREE. 

MANY TOOTHSOME DISHES 

1 am thus minute in explanation, 
because 1 know of no other culinary 
phrase which is more misused and 
abused. Your “made dish” may he 
an entree, but, as we have seen, all 
entrees ore not left-overs. It is a 
joy, too, in these days of individual 
ramekins, casseroles and casserole 
chafing dishes to make toothsome 
and savory entrees. 

The chafing dish pictured, for in¬ 
stance, is a product of modern arts 
and crafts workmanship, and a 
most useful one. The tray itself is 
of mission wood, and the stand 
copper, with brass trimmings. The 
head is inclosed so the whole dish 
gets the benefit, and there is a 
quaint door effect like an old-fash- 
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ioned oven. The cover is of copper, 
and has a mission wood handle, in 
keeping with the tray. In fact, 
it is quite unlike the silver and 
aluminum chafing dish of other 
days. 

Baked Sweetbread* 

Wuh ths sweetbread* carefully, freeln* 
them from eklo and strings. This done, 
drop them Into boiling water, allfchtly 
salted, and cook for ten mlnutea Turn off 
the water and cover the eweetbresde (In a 
cold vessel) with Iced water. In five min¬ 
utes drain and cover with more iced 
water. Leave them In this for one hour. 
Take out and wipe dry. 

This process la known ns •'blanching.'* 
It Is necessary to the right preparation of 
sweetbreads, making flrrn and whits what 
would else be flabby and dull-red. 

Cut fat salt pork into thin stripe (lar- 
doons) and make Incisions In the sweet¬ 
breads with a narrow, kern blade. Thrust 
the lardoons Into these. They should pro¬ 
ject half an inch on each side of the sweet¬ 
bread. Arrange the larded sweetbreads In 
a deep bakedish; pour a cupful of well- 
e«a*onod stock about them, ©over and bako 
for twenty minutes. Several time* during 
the cooking lift the cover and bust# the 
sweetbreads copiously with the gravy. / 

Remove the sweetbreads to a hot dish; 
stir Into the gravy left In tho dish a roux 
mads by cooking a tablespoonful of butter 
with one of browned flour. Add a teaspoon¬ 
ful of onion Juice and three olive*, minced 
fine. Cook one minute, add a gloss of 
brown sherry and pour the gravy over the 
sweetbreada 

An Easter Entree of 
Sweetbreads 

Blanch, lard and bake the sweetbreads 
as directed In the last recipe. Set In a 
cloeely covered dish over a pun of boiling 
water while you prepare the * nest** which 
la to receive them. Cut Into long shreds 
some cold meat. Chicken or turkey or 
veal Is l>e*t for the purpose. The meat 
should be whits. Mix with a generous cup¬ 
ful of boiled spaghetti, drained and clipped 
into length*. Make a ring of the mixture

REPAIRING UPHOLSTERY. 


U PHOLSTERY demands more knack 
than strength. In recovering any¬ 
thing, as a chair or sofa, first remove 
the lacks which hold Lhe edging gimjfc 
then take off the plain outsides. 

This will reveal the tacking. Cut the 
tacking threads, remove the buttons, 
noting how they are applied. 

Loose all the edge tacks, take off the 
old cover, mark the middle of it, brush 
It well, and press very smooth. 

Go over the chair with a whisk 
broom and a small brush, and remove 
every’ particle of dust and lint from 
the tufting. 

Spread out the new covering flat and 
smooth, doubling It lengthwise, right 
sides together. Fold the old cover like¬ 
wise, and lay it on as a pattern, taking 
care to make the threads run the same 
in old and new. 

Cut with very sharp shears, and sew 
up wherever seams are needed. Follow 
lhe original cover In finishing. That 
is to say, either bind the bottom and 
leave it free, or sow it to the seat cover 
and bind the seam. 

Next, put the middle of the new 
cover to the marked middle of the 
frame, tack It lightly with temporary 
tacks along sides and arms; then be¬ 
gin tufting straight down the middle, 
taking great pains not to pull the new 
cover away. 

The tufting requires upholsterer*’ 
needles and twine, to be had at any 
shop. 

Thread a needle with three yards of 
twine, double and knot It; then stick 
it from the bark through the highest 
middle tuft, press the cover in with the 
fingers, arranging it in proper folds, 
pass the needle back, draw It light, 
then bring It out again, thread a but¬ 
ton upon it, and again pass it to ths 
back. 

Fasten there with a slip stitch, and 
go on to the next tuft. 

Work straight up and down, taking 
care not to draw the new cover so It 
will not reach. 

When the tufting is finished, lay the 
edge in proper plaits, tack down, and 
cover with new gimp. 

Finish the back first with a cover of 
paper muslin, and over that a smooth 
stretch of the furniture stuff. It is 
wise to practice upon something one 
can afford to spoil, as upholstery is 
among the Tare things easier done than 
said.

Mansfield's Stage Version of “Peer Gynt ” 
Presented to Theatergoers of New York 

Others of the Most Recent Footlight Offerings In Gay Manhattan Are 
Reviewed by Franklin Fyles—The Melodramatic Matinee 
Idol w4s Viewed In Brooklyn. 
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(Oorresp-mdenoe of tho Courier-Journal ] 

N EW YORK. March 1.—This let¬ 
ter has to hurrah for Richard 
Mansfield or else to be out of 
harmony with the great ado 
over his giving Henrik Ibsen's "Peer 
Gynt" on tho New York stage—after 
Ixaving presented It In half a dozen oth¬ 
er cities. That all the drama for 
lAffnerioa Is nert set going in Gotham Is 
proven thi9 week not only by "Peer 
Gynt.** but also by "On Parole" and 
"In the Bishop's Carriage," which half 
the country got before Now York. But 
as to "Peer Gynt." It was written by 
Ibsen almost a decade before he struck 
out In a new direction with "A Doll's 
House" and "Ghosta" Into the new T lb- 
gen dramatic literalism; at a time when 
he asplrod to be Norway’s poet, laure¬ 
ate; when his compositions ran In me¬ 
ter and imagery. In a way It Is so 
vague that Its purport hits to be ex¬ 
plained before the casual reader or 
auditor perceives It. 

The play Is rui allegory of Norwegian 
life, or of Norway as a nation. But I 
won’t bo tempted Into adding roothcr 
oolumn of analysis to the thousands 
that have been printed about "Peer 
Gynt/' No play 1ms ever obtained more 
space In the New York journals. I can 
Imagine Mai is field laughing in his 
idoeves—I specify oil his sleeves, be¬ 
cause any single one of them would 
hurst with the laughter—at the hulla¬ 
balloo In literature and art which his 
presentation of "Peer Gynt" has 
aroused, “it was never Intended for 
the stage at all." said tho author, 
when It was published; and his asser¬ 
tion Is supported by the fact that two 
long evenings would be required for Its 
complete performance. He wrote to a 
Crtend: "Why do some folk discover 
more of ethical meaning than I ever 
meant to put into It? I Intended it to 
he a perfectly plain, simple though fan¬ 
tastic poem." Yet Mansfield’s stage 
uae of "Peer Gynt"* without a cent of 
royalty to the author’s heirs, sets the 
critics of America to writing for his 
hene-fir.

The Shrewdness of Mansfield. 


Mighty shrow'd man. Mansfield. No 
•ctor except Henry Irving has been 
his equal in persistently ingenious self- 
cxploltHtlen. "Tho point In advertis¬ 
ing." Barnum said, "Is to have a good 
thing to advertise." Henry Irving 
looked to it that he did things worth 
advertising. They were not always his 
own acting. Quito as often they were 
his stagecraft. Mansfield is a dupli¬ 
cate of Irving In many respects. Neith¬ 
er could ctand tho test of comparison 
with great Shakespearean actors. 3ut 
In original Characterization, again 
alike, they were at Lhalr boat. Irving 


made his first celebrity as Matthias, 
the murderer in "The Bella," and 
reached his greatest artistic height—to 
my mind—as the cowardly king in 
"Louis XL” Mansfield emerged from 
obscurity aa the senile degenerate In 
"A Parlshui Romance," and rose to his 
apex—again this Is merely my opinion, 
and you may disagree—as the despot In 
"Ivon the Terrible." As Irving was tho 
English pioneer and lender in modem 
stagecraft, so has Mansfield been In 
America. But In no particular have 
these two actor-manager-genluses been 
more similar than In feeding the public 
all It would swallow—and a little more 
—of stuff cooked to fatten their cele¬ 
brity, while satisfying the people’s np- 
petito for theatrical breakfast food. 

On the day that Richard Mansfield 
produced "Peer Gynt" In New York, 
here died Archibald Clavering Gunter, 
author of "Prince Karl," with which 
tho actor had made a star of himself. 
Gunter and Matirfteld fell out over that 
play and they roves* fell In with each 
other again. Prince Karl was put by 
hir. creator through some adventures 
which ills Impersonator did not like. 
The author had written several popu¬ 
lar vlays and thought he ought to 
know what was best for his hero to 
do. The actor was as sure of being a 
better Judge of the exploits tn which he 
was to be heroic. There was nothing 
In the contract to save the play from 
alteration. So only the first few audi- 
anccs saw Karl In oil the adventures 
which the author of **\Ir. Barnes of 
Nt<w York." and "Mr. Potter of Texas" 
had devised for him. Thus "Prince 
Karl," the first Mansfield play, was 
changed from a stirring melodrama In¬ 
to a sentimental comedy. 

Mansfield's experience was un¬ 
like Irving’s at the outset. Irving 
spent many years Ignobly In traveling 
companies before he stepped forth not¬ 
ably on the London stage. Mansfield 
served only a season or two incon¬ 
spicuously In comic opera before he got 
attention In New York with Baron 
ChovrlaJ, and money was at his Im¬ 
mediate command for ventures on his 
outi account. Surely and not very 
slowly he acquired a vogue of brains, 
equaled in this country only by Mrs. 
Flske’s, by taking up literary plays; 
also a vogue in fashion, the like of 
which la enjoyed only by Maude Ad¬ 
ams. and w^hlch may be due to faJh- 
ln&ble caprice; besides a vogue of pro¬ 
fessionalism. by which I mean the high 
esteem of theatrical experts, based 
upon a mastery of the craft of the 
stage as was almost unknown, except 
with Irving, up to ten or fifteen years 
ago.

village ne’er-do-avell, lying about hla 
adventures, getting tipsy at a rustic 
dance, and being driven Into the moun¬ 
tains by his termagant mother, were 
Rip Van Winkle’s story over again 
and the similarity was prolonged by 
Peer’s encounter with a supernatural 
lot of people, his absence from home for 
forty years Instead of twenty, and final¬ 
ly his return as an old man whom none 
of the villagers more than dimly re¬ 
membered. instead of a sleep between 
acts, however. Peer has experiences 
that fill out three of the five long acts 
with what look like nightmares such 
as nothing but lying on his back, after 
eating some peculiarly soggy Norweg¬ 
ian kind of Welsh rarebit, could give 
rise to. They seem as wholly fanciful 
as the predicaments of Maude Adams 
In "Peter Pan." 

Then came the scenes of Peer as a 
castaway on an African seacoast, his 
allurement by sirens In tho desert and 
hls shipwreck in a storm. Ibsen wrote 
In that fourth act as an afterthought, 
and confessed that It had naught to do 
with the ethical theme or scheme of 
the play; and Mansfield stages It for 
sake of introducing a beautiful bal¬ 
let. anil a wonderfully realistic sea 
storm, which makes the show resemble 
for awhile "Around the World In Eigh¬ 
ty Days" with the Kiralfy spectacles 
obliterated by the newer stage pleto- 
rialism. Is it any wonder that the audi¬ 
ence disperses bewildered as to what 
Ibsen meant "Peer Gynt" to be, but 
with no doubt about Mansfield’s mas¬ 
tery of stagecraft?

“In the Bishop’s Carriage.” 


All of Mansfield’s various vogue, as¬ 
sociated with tho renown of Ibsen, was 
necessary to assembio such a first audi¬ 
ence aa Now York gave to "peer 
Gynt"; and. after a theater so big as 
tho New Amsterdam was filled, to 
keep U so for four hours. But for the 
name* of Manaitell and Ibsen, there 
would have been ridicule of the. play’s 
obvious oddities and a disregard of its 
dubious symbolism. Poor Gynt its a 


Miriam Mlchaelson’s story, "In the 
Bishop's Carriage," has been spread too 
widely In the book, and tn the play 
wrought from It by Cliannlng Pollock, 
to warrant a summary hero. It Is an 
explicit, direct and theatrically effectual 
drama, of a kind with "Leah Kleschna" 
In having a girl thief for Its heroine, 
and In her rescue from a criminal ca¬ 
reer by a worthy man who loves her. 
Jessie Busley becomes a star actress 
through a true, yet winsome, portrayal 
of the bad girl who becomes a good 
girl slowly and reluctantly. 

Will some kind reader Inform us? 
What did Northern maidens do for lov¬ 
ers and the like In the days of the 
Civil War? The production of "On 
Parole" acquaints us once more with 
tho dramatically oft-repeated assertion 
that Northern warriors, supposedly 
fighting for the preservation of the 
Union and celebrated In history for do¬ 
ing so, were really pleasantly and pic¬ 
turesquely employed In amorous ad¬ 
ventures with fair daughters of the 
South. I have seen more dramas on our 
War of *61 thnn I eftn recall to count, 
find I can remember only one that dkl 
not have this martial variation of the 
Montague and Capulet theme for its 
central plot. All Civil War plays are 
alike, but this latest Is more so. Forti¬ 
fied by the financially affluent confi¬ 
dence of Dan Hanna, son of the late 
Senator, and by the technically valuable 
belief of Henry Miller, one of the most 
experienced and resourceful stage man¬ 
agers of our time, Louis Evan Shipman 
has secured on advantageous hearing 
for his new drama. As this pluy has 
been out on a tour for a year, there 
seems to be no call for me to write 
further about it.

A Brooklyn Matinee Idol. 

The advertised assertion that Will 
Vedder Is "the favorite young matinee 
Idol" sent me to Brooklyn borough to 
see "Kidnaped for Revenge." r found 
a very spacious theater crowded of an 
afternoon by women, girls, boys, and 
here and there a man. This audience 
was as unlike a Bowery rabble as baby 
blue Is to vicious red. Mothers and 


their children abounded in the parquet 
at & quarter apiece, and to get to the 
entrance I hod to break through a 
marching column of two hundred lads 
from on orphan asylum, the director of 
Which hod arranged for their admieslon 
to tho gallery at a nominal price, to see 
Will Vedder personate a thief. The play 
had been picked out to amuse the 
youngsters, while Impressing upon them 
the command: "Thou eholt not steal." 
Also, that sometimes "honesty Is the 
best policy," practically as well as mor¬ 
ally. This "favorite young matinee 
idol" was a pickpocket at the start of 
the play, and subsequently a burglar; 
but he was an Oliver Twist bossed by 
a BUI Sykes, and after he had picked a 
bunch of diamonds from an angelic 
girl’s handbag, he gave them back to 
her, but retained the handkerchief with 
which she had wiped from her eyes the 
tears of sympathy for him. That was 
his emblem of purity. Then, again, 
when he needed food for a starving 
waif and broke In upon that girl's fath¬ 
er counting money by the thousands, 
he would extort only one hundred. 
Thereupon, the man offered to hire him 
to be & clerk in a banking bouse. Of 
course, he didn’t switch over from vice 
to virtue so easily as that, and go roll¬ 
ing smoothly away on prosperity's rail¬ 
way. I»w -price melodramas are not 
WTltten with the monotony of Sunday- 
school books. But his vicissitudes gave 
way at last to serene happiness. Those 
two hundred orphan boys went away 
with an excellent lesson learned—unless 
they construed It to mean that. In order 
to become gTeat men, they should be 
thieves for a spell. 

But as to Will Vedder, "the favorite 
young matinee Idol." My memory ran 
back to tho Wallack Theater'S Harry 
Montague, and tho Union Square’s 
Charley Thome, dead and gone and all 
but forgotten. They were the last ex¬ 
amples of stage Idollsm in Broadway, 
except In grand opera. Girls of the 
mode no longer make fools of them¬ 
selves over mimic heroes, any more 
than men become fighting partisans’ of 
rival actors. But I found proof in Will 
Vedder that other than tenor spell¬ 
binders, like Andrew' Mack and Chaun- 
cey Olcott, are still objects of matinee 
idolatry witn some audiences off the 
main theatrical thoroughfare. When 
Will Vedder made a hurrah entrance, 
via a clothes line. Into the tenement 
back yard, which was the first scene 
In "Kidnaped for Revenge." he wasn’t 
garbed to look gallant like Montague 
in "The Lady of Lyons," or Thorne 
in "Two Orphans," but was slouchy 
and grimy as a minor member of a 
"black hand" band of criminals. Even 
If well groomed to be a guest at an 
Asnor function, by no bias or partiality 
could ho be rated as handsome. Yet 
ho was greeted by that shirt-wailstod 
audience with a fond fervor which 
might have made Montague and Thorne 
turn in their graves with Jealousy. Ho 
proved to be a rough but readv and 
very good-humored actor; which seemed 
to show that matinee hero worship— 
what there is left of It—Is guided by 
the proverb: Handsome Is that hand¬ 
some does." 

The play Is better than the average 
of Its class. An heiress Is abducted, 
terrorized mentally, tortured physic¬ 
ally, rescued heroically, and her mis¬ 
adventures are such as couldn't pos¬ 
sibly happen In any city possessing 
a police department. There is one ab¬ 
surd things In these melodramas which 


the authors have to Ignore, and which 
the uncritical audiences seem never to 
take any note of. None of the mal¬ 
treated characters ever thinks of such 
a thing as appealing to the police for 
protection, or for the detection of tho 
criminals. The heroine never bethinks 
herself to tell a patrolman that the 
villain Is choalng her; it Is essential 
to the play that her sufferings be pro¬ 
tracted. The hero avoids the handy 
recourse of ’phoning to tho detective 
bureau at police headquarters for help; 
for a plain and easy rescue raid would 
take away from him tho buncombe 
of fighting single-handed against 
scoundrels in gangs. But there is an¬ 
other new play, "Slaves of Passion," 
w'hlch will Illustrate this part of the 
subject.

and his tongue pulled out as far as 
possible. The chief torturer whets a 
knife. The girl yells and faints. The 
Chinamen are In Joyous expectation of 
the sport And the audience—does it 
shiver and exclaim in dread? Not with 
the sllghest shake or the faintest sound. 
That sort of thing Is too common on 
tho Bowery mage. But when the sou- 
brette of the play pops in, whips out a 
pistol and cries "Throw up your 
hands!" the theater resounds w*lth cat¬ 
calls. whistling and laughter—the 
laughter loudest of all. For these mel¬ 
odramas are enjoyed as though they 
wert» uproarious farces. But It seema 
that the Chinese are now Inclined to 
take a serious view of them.

NEW THEATER PUNS. 


Of international importance Is 
"Slaves of Passion." May be It will 
become a subject of diplomatic adjust¬ 
ment. Heaven save us and China from 
war over ltl "War is hell," don’t you 
know? and so Is this melodrama But 
1 didn't surmise that tho play might 
raise the hell of war until I saw several 
attaches of the Chinese Consulate In the 
audience. They were there to find out 
whether, as usual In these plays of 
New York City depravity, the most 
atrocious of the villainy was ascribed 
to Chinese residents. It was. And it 
has been so In play after play for years. 
Depictions of kidnappings, of abnormal 
debaucheries and of tortures as cruel 
as ever were attributed to the Spanish 
Inquisition, are not accompanied by any 
exhibition of Chinese humanity. It 
seems that the Chinese Ambassador at 
Washington has asked the Chinese Con¬ 
sul at New York to find out about this. 

If tho reader oomes to New York and 
slums to our Chinatown in a sight-see¬ 
ing motor car, ask the conductor to 
point out Wong Song's house. As lo¬ 
cated by the author of "Slaves of Pas¬ 
sion,*' It Is next to the corner of Pell 
and Doyers streets. But don’t get down 
from the wagon, for in one hour, ac¬ 
cording to the playwright, three men. 
two girls and one boy were waylaid In 
front of that house and dragged into It. 
And by no means venture to enter the 
building, for an opium Joint Is the least 
harmful thing It contains, and white 
women devoted to the poppy pipes are 
Its least vicious Inmates. There are 
subterranean cells for captives and a 
chamber in which they are tortured if 
they are not obedient. Even If they 
promise to do as they are told, still 
they may he twisted on a rack, touched 
up with hot Irons and have bits of flesh 
snipped off with knives. Oh. my, yes. 
A young fellow' who goes In there to 
find his sweetheart is stabbed nnd 
throwm out. but returns disguised as a 
tramp to be shot and again filing Into 
tho street. Policemen patrol Chinatown 
Iri couples all night, and there Is a po¬ 
lice station Just around a corner in 
Mulberry street, but this lover Is an 
amateur sleuth and he makes himself 
up for a Chinese kl-yl of exalted rank 
who is In the habit of coming 'round to 
buy white girls at $5,000 apiece. This 
time he Isn’t tossed out. but Is fastened 
on a couch, by order of a boss High¬ 
binder, who calls In his gang to see the 
Intruder tortured In the presence of the 
girl. 

This Isn’t to be any ordinary enter¬ 
tainment of stretching and wrenching 
and Jabbing. The Intruder’s tongue Is 
to be cut out. His mouth Is pried open

The circular says In explanation of 
the plan: ‘‘The undersigned believe 
that there is In this city an urgent call 
for the establishment of a theater de¬ 
voted to the cause of art only, and not 
In any way to the cause of profit. In 
which the classical repertoire as welt 
as modern plays of genuine merit shall 
be performed by a stock company In 
a manner worthy of the best traditions 
of the stage; which shall occupy to¬ 
ward tho dramatic art and literature 
of this country a place similar to that 
held by the Theater Francois in France, 
and the mission of which shall be to 
foster and stimulate art, and to exer¬ 
cise that refining and elevating influ¬ 
ence which makes the stage, if proper¬ 
ly conducted, an educational agency 
second to none In effectiveness.

Naturally this piquant 
report aroused no end of interest here, 
but it has proved to be entirely ground¬ 
less, that is, unless Shaw's fiat-footed 
denial proves to be of the customary 
"offlcdaJ" brand. 

He ls In the country at present and 
out of the roach of the interviewer, 
but a telegram to him anent the ru¬ 
mored Washington' play, drew forth 
this characteristic reply; 

"I havo heard nothing of It, George 
Washington’s qualities appear to be ex¬ 
tinct in New York nowadays." 

Bo, presumably, there’s an end on’t, 
unless, as already suggested, Bhaw 
should decide that the American para- 
graphlst’s Idea ls a good one, and start 
on a play—either "pleasant" or “un¬ 
pleasant"—about the great truth-teller. 
Certainly the subject should inspire 
him to put forth his beat work, and the 
result should be a success, which, by 
the way, the dramatist’s last two ef¬ 
forts have quite foiled to be. Over 
each of them, too, there was no end of 
preliminary pother, especially "Major 
Bal-bara," but In spite of this the Sal¬ 
vation Army play did not even get Into 
the evening bill at the Court Theater, 
where it was given originally only at 
matinees. 

As for "Tho Doctor's Dilemma," 
Shaw's famous piece about Death, this 
did survive the matinee stage at the 
Court and was put on as the nightly 
attraction, but now, after a surpris¬ 
ingly short period, the last perform¬ 
ances ore announced, and a revival of 
"You Con Never TeJl" will take its 
place. Meanwhile "The Philanderer" 
has also been tried by the Court man¬ 
agement, but few of the critics find 
any great merit In this early Shaw 
piece—which has not been acted In 
public before—and its career Is likely 
to be brief. 

So considering also that Americana 
do not seem to have gone Into raptures 
over "Caesar and Cleopatra,” It la 
really quite time that Bhaw bestirred 
himself. Ignored politics and "chal¬ 
lenges" and gave us another really 
likable piece such as "Candida” or 
"Man and Superman." He has not had 
a real success since the latter play saw 
the light, and some df the "disciples" 
are beginning to waver. 

This year’s "American boom" in the 
London theatrical world has not begun 
quite as early as was expected, but It 
Is not to be much longer delayed.

The farmers of Kentucky 
lest hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
much of which, because of their foolish 
methods. they would have lost even had 
the inflated prices for trotting stock con¬ 
tinued. But more to be regTettod than 
the mer- monetary loss, they were dis¬ 
couraged from further breeding opera¬ 
tions. Thev were unwilling to go back to 
the methods which thev had previously 
employed. They wanted noth'ng to do 
with the production of horses. 

•*For a number of rears past Kentucky 
has virtually supplied the Eastern market 
with saddle horses, carriage horses and 
general-purpose horses. The trade-mark. 
•Kentucky horse.* has of itself been 
worth an additional value of 10 per cent, 
to any nnlmal to which it could b* ap¬ 
plied. Recently it has been exceedingly 
difficult for the dealers who send stock 
East from this State to secure that Flock 
We have been right on the verge of a 
horse famine because of the conditions 
s*t forth above and because so many of 
I those hitherto who had lent their Indi¬ 
vidual efforts to the production of horses 
that would fill the hill entirely ceased 
ihose efforts. Furthermore, within the 
Inn* few years the general class of our 
here© stork hss degenerated In the be¬ 
ginning that stock owed Its excellence in 
large measure to a general infusion of 
thoroughbred blood. For more than a 
hundred vears the best thoroughbred 
stallions brought from England to this 
country have sooner or later come to the 
Bluegrass The r blood and the blood of 
their progeny, disseminated gradually and 
through diverse channels among the com¬ 
mon farm mare* of the State. serving by 
degrees to elevate th© class of our hnrse 
stock, to give It quality, symmetry, cour¬ 
age. j*tamlna. endnmnee. And It was 
the«e traits, coming directly frem thor¬ 
oughbred sources, that made our horses 
superior to those of other States and 
made them command a higher market 
value. 

"Realisation of the fact that our stock 
has recently deteriorated and knowledge 
of the cause of its primary excellence lead 
to the establishment of the Kentucky 
Breeding Bureau. It is a body created bv 
the American Breeders* Protective Asso¬ 
ciation. which has for Its object the Im¬ 
provement of the general class of horses 
of our State through a wider diffusion 
of tborouirbbred blood. The American 
Breeders* Protective Association Is an or¬ 
ganization of many of the most promi¬ 
nent breeders of thoroughbred horse* In 
the Blucgrass region. It was formed In 
189$ by these men as a means of self-pp- 
teetion. Its object was to eliminate from 
thoroughbred ranks all brood mares 
which, on account of individuality or 
blood tines, were not deemed worthy to be 
perpetuated It was represented at the 
ble thoroughbred sales by a committee 
which purchased such of these mares as 
came within the range of its mean*, de¬ 
stroyed their pedigrees and soli them 
without name or, pedigree to go to nil 
sections of the country 8!nce It* organi¬ 
zation this association has eliminated 
from thoroughbred ranks nearly twelve 
hundred brood mares. Borne of these 
mares have been sent to nearly every 
State In the Uinon: many of them have 
been bred to Jacks; others have been 
mated with standard bred or saddle 
horses; all of them. In whatever capacity 
: or wherever located, have undoubtedly 
-helped In the Improvement of the general 
Hdaaa of stock, and by their elimination 
the number of thoroughbred yearlings 
produced arrm:*lly hss be?n curtailed, and 
many yearlings Mint would have been of 
comparatively little value and would hive 


been a drug on the market, have be»»n 
prevented from coining In competition 
with th<*e actually offered, and the mar¬ 
ket lias been spared the depressing effect 
which would have resulted from , their 
presence. 

"The work of the American Breeders’ 
Protective Association is virtually at an 
end. The many uses to which these thor¬ 
oughbred mares may be put, even after 
they are no lorger considered desirable 
for thoroughbred purposes, has created 
for them a definite, fixed market value A 
the recent winter sales In Lexington were 
any number of buye:s willing to p*y from 
one to two hundred dollars for p: •ctfo liv 
any thoroughbred mare offer d, uri st age 
or physical deformity limited her useful-1 
nesa, and willing to give the pedigree of , 
these mares to the American Breedens' 
Protective Association so that they might [ 
not hereafter be known or considered as 
thoroughbreds, thus doing for the associa¬ 
tion the very work which theretofore it j 
ha* l>een compelled to do for Itself. Real- j 
lzlng this gentlemen connected with the 
os invention suggested In November that - 
whatever funds might remain In Its tress- j 
ury after the winter sales should go to a 
Breeding Bureau created by that assorli- j 
tlon, which should have for Us object 
the donating of thoroughbred stallions to 
the people of Kentucky In order to help 
improve the general class of their stock, j 

‘/The Kentucky Breeding Bureau was 
organized the latter part of December by 
the election of Col. E- F. Cliy, of Rnurb n 
ctunty. os chairman; Mr George H- Whl - 
ney. of Fayette county, as treasurer, an i 
the speaker ns secretary. In addition to 
Col. Clay and Mr. Whitney, two other' 
prominent breeders of thoroughbreds are 
members of the bureau—Mr J N. Cam¬ 
den, Jr., of Woodford county, and Mr. O. 
H. Chenault, of Fayette county. 

"In many sections of the country and 
in the minds of many men who have 
never given the subject any great amount 
of study, there Is an almost uaaccountab e 
prejudice ngnlnst the thoroughbred horse 
He Is considered useless for any practical 
purpose. He is regarded simply as a rac¬ 
ing tool. He is believed to be ill-temper¬ 
ed. unreliable and dangerous. Never did 
a prejudice have leas real basis of founda¬ 
tion. Never was an opinion more unjust. 

‘‘Advocates of the standard-bred and 
saddle horse both admit without ques¬ 
tion the basic value of the thoroughbred 
blood, admit the big part It has played 
In the excellence ana development of 
both breeds. But. they claim, it has done 
Its work; the breeds nr© now developed, 
the type established, no further Infusion 
Is needed. I do not propose to attempt 
to refute such claims. No man has great¬ 
er pride than I In these two splendid 
breeds which America—and Kentucky in 
large measure—has developed. I admit 
their excellence, glory in what each can 
do. And yet I may differ as to the ne¬ 
cessity of more of this valuable blood. 
In founding this great Palo Alto establish¬ 
ment for the production of trotting horses. 
Senator Leland Stanford endeavored to 
get back to rather than away from the 
thoroughbred strain. Results Indicated 
that there was at least some merit In his 

S inn. The best race horse and the best 
aughter begotten bv the noted Election¬ 
eer. Palo Alto and Expressive were from 
thoroughbred mares. To go a bit further 
back, Sally Russell, a daughter of the fa¬ 
mous horse. Boston, who sired Lexington, 
produced Miss Russell, and Miss Russell 
wits the dam of the Immortal Maud S.. 
2:08*%; Nutwood, 2:18*6; I-ord Russell, 
sire of Kremlin, 1 07V and Lady Russell, 
the dnm of Expedition. 2:15V The Lex¬ 
ington cross is found In Jay Eye See. 2:10; 
Sunol. 108V*; Hyland T.. 2:17V. Tom Ax- 
worthy. 2:07; Fantasy. 2:06; Lord Derby. 
2:05V Other thoroughbred strains close 
up In the pedigree of many famous light 
harness horses might be cited, but these 
suffice for the purpose In hjuid. Since 
experience has shown the value of the 
blood. It may also be well to consider 
the question of conformation. For a 
utility horse a quality of genuine value 
Ls to be able to attain a goot rate of 
speed and maintain It over a distance of 
ground, to go for miles without becoming 
leg-weary or distressed. The action of a 
light harness horse ls very different from 
that of a thoroughbred, but. whether In¬ 
tended for racing or road use. the pur¬ 
pose desired ls very much the same. And 
if the thoroughbred's conformation ena¬ 
bles him to accomplish the greatest re¬ 
sults. the same reasons why he should be 
so constructed must in large measure ap¬ 
ply to the harness horse. 

"The proper conformation of the thor- 
I oughbred Is very well understood, and 
. breeders and racing men have long known 
that if a race horse, or one Intended for 
, that purpose. Is deficient In this res pep* 
he is very unlikely to be a pronounced 
success*. The greyhound is so constructed 
tlmt he can run fast and with little ef¬ 
fort. and. there Is a purpose for each 

? olnt in hi* conformation. The thorough- 
rod. in order to carry his speed over a 
’ distance of ground, mum. in addition to 


being possessed of great muscular devel¬ 
opment, have an oblique shoulder, th*: 
the tremendous concussion that Is mot 
with will not jar hi« whole frame; ho 
mum have great depch from withers to 
bdakot, or great depth through the 
heart, as It Is called, In order that h.? j 
heart and lungs may haw abundant room 
In which to perform their functions. To 
be a ruccrssful weight carrier ne must 
have a short back, well coupled, mid 
fCimiW be *o constructed that the great 
muscular development of the stifle Is uot 
interfered with when In motion. A short 
cannon bone Is prefer ablo to a long one. 
for tnc reason that the latter Is more 
likely to ff.ve way under the ti'enventfoua 
pressure which oomes from a high rate 
of speed. As a thoroughbred's driving 
power is in his hindquarters, he inu*t 
have great length from hip to hock, well 
developed stifle. with long muscle* run- 
n'ng dow n In the guskin. While substance 
and muocular development are absolubdv 
cMential In a horse Intended for speed, 
there should be no coarseness, for a lack 
of quality is rarely found In un absolute¬ 
ly gum© race horse capable of a very* high 
rate of spoed and staying ability. Th~r© 
have been great horses which did nut 
measure fully up to Uveee requirements. • 
there win be others hereafter. But th© 
type thus outlined In a general way is the 
type desired. 

* The s&me rules that apply to the con¬ 
formation of the thoroughbred govern ‘he 
construction of the light harness horse, 
with the exception of the length of back, 
for a trotter carries no weight and their*- 
fore does not need to be coupled In the 
some manner ns rhe runner. The light 
harness horse should have great depth 
through the heart for the same reason 
that this Is necessary In the thorough¬ 
bred; he should have an oblique shoulder 
In order to withstand the concussion, 
which, while not so great as is met with 
by the running home, ls enough to be 
quickly felt by a straight shouldered 
horse. The driving power of the trotter 
must b© v©ry great and consequently hU 
muscular development must be enormous, 
and unless he Is ribbed properly the play 
of the stifle Is interfered with In the long 
sweeping stride which carries him to 
speed A comparatively straight hind leg, 
with great length from hip to hock, en¬ 
ables a trotter to gather more quickly and 
recover his stride more readilv than *lf 
the hind leg 1* sickle-shaped, ana the hock 
should be set straight In order that the 
stride may be true. Coarseness In a trot¬ 
ter is as undesirable as In a thorough¬ 
bred. for coarseness and flabbiness ore ac¬ 
companied. as a rule, by gummy hocks 
and a had texture of bone. 

"The Kentucky Breeding Bureau is Dy¬ 
ing the foundation n-*t only for Increased 
valuation of your stock, but it Is a.so 
making It possible for you to produo? 
horses with which you can supply your 
Government for the us© of her cavalry, 
if the time ever comes when war Is nec¬ 
essary with a foreign nation and when 
the United States must uphold before the 
world the principles which she lias enun¬ 
ciated. 

"Thus far the bureau has placed eight 
stallions. Two of them ap* Imported 
horses. Th© Virginian and Victory. The 
others nre native bred. All o*f them carry 
in their veins the richest strains of thor¬ 
oughbred blood. Four Ivorses art> nrw 
en route to Lexington from New L^l&xns, 
which have recently been purcha.-ei ty 
the bureau, and another thoroughbred 
stallion whose services have been donated 
will be sent out this week- Several gen¬ 
tlemen who have signified their Intent on 
of giving horses have not yet selected 
those horses, but will do m within the 
next few weeks. Negotiations are a Do 
pending for the purchase of four addition¬ 
al stallions, so that It may be predicted 
with confidence that with in the next 
month twenty stallions will b© placed in 
various sections of the State, the services 
of which are donated to the people. No 
home will b© sent out that is not a first- 
class Individual. A standard of 15 3 In 
height and of about 1,100 pounds In weight 
win be maintained. Only horses of the 
moot desirable eonformotlon will be ac- 
j cepted. Three have already been rejected 
l because in th© belief of men connected 
1 with th© Bureau, they scarcely possessed 
the qualities that those scallions should 
have. The servi©©* of the various horse* 
are donated absolutely free to the people 
of the State. The bureau will not r©i**dve 
and does not desire to receive one cent of 
financial return from Its Investment. A 
service fee of 110 will be charged far each' 
mare bred to one of these stallions, :<nd 
the revenue accruing from nuch fe**s wl'l 
go In full to the men in whose cafe the 
stallions are placed In order to recom¬ 
pense them for their ©xp*m*e and th°>r 
trouble. The method of selecting the men 
to whom sUUIlon* sh>uld go. Ins © *n 
largely through the recommendations of 
the Senators and Represen tut I Vv*a of the 
various districts.

Philadelphia After Pennant. 

Manager Connie Mack, of th© Philadel¬ 
phia Athletics, who is card 1 ted by Phila¬ 
delphians with posseting more real base¬ 
ball acumen than any manager In the 
business, has Just made the announcement 
that he Intends to win the Aiftsrlcan 
League pennant next season bv the ability 
of his team to hit left-hand pitching. 
Mack gave this as his reason last week 
for releasing Outfielder Armbruster. He 
said: 

"Armbruster is a good ball player. In 
time he may become great, but right now 
he Is good enough for any club In the 
American league. My reason for letting 
him go was founded on Ihe fact that he 
Is n left-handed batsman, and Is weak 
against the left-handed pitchers that 
abound in the American League. A couple 
of left-handed batters are all right, but 
three of them are dangerous, and more 
than that places a terrific handicap on a 
club. To win a pennant a club must not 
be at the mercy of a southpaw, for there 
are too many of them in the ranks of the 
other clubs.* 

Of the batsmen who finished In th* 
.300 class. Stone, of St. Louis, the leader; 
Congalton. Flick and Rsosman. of Cleve¬ 
land; Cobb, of Detroit, and Keeler, of New 
York, are left-hand baiters. »un Craw¬ 
ford. of Detroit, is close up wTtn .295 per 
cent. Of these #Stone and Keeler will do 
as examples of effectiveness against their 
southpaw enemies on the firing line. Stone 
finished the season with an average of .358 
per cent., tied with Nig Clarke of Cleve¬ 
land. a right-hand hitter. Against Plunk 
and Waddell of the Athletics; White and 
Altrock. of th© White Sox; TannehlU. of 
Boston; Hess, of Cleveland: Newton and 
Unhn. of New York, and Killian, of De¬ 
troit. left-hand pitchers, his batting aver¬ 
age for the season was .377 per cent.

The fielders have got the game down 
to such a fine point that w r hen the signal 
la flashed from the catcher for an In¬ 
curve or an outshoct, or any other kind 
of a shoot, the Adders get Into position 
for the play.

Take a pitcher who can deliver the 
goods. If the man st th© bat Is a right- 
hander, h© gives the signal for an In¬ 
curve.

Jockey Club, because he waited for the 
late mails. 

According to the list announced last 
night nineteen of the beat throe-year-olds 
In the West are eligible to start In the 
Derby, while the final payments have been 
mode on nine high-class three-year-old 
fillies, which makes them eligible to start 
In the Kentucky Oaks. These payments 
will hold good unUl the final day on which 
these two races will be run, when addi¬ 
tional money la necessary to permit a 
start. 

Secretary Davis said last night that he 
had yet to hear from the different owners 
In California and Now Orleans who nomi¬ 
nated to theso two local turf classics, and 
that the final Hat of entries would proba¬ 
bly noC be complete until Tuesday or 
Wednesday of this week. However, tho 
list as announced by Secretary Davis last 
night indicates that the 16.000 stake will 
be contested for by some of the beet 
youngsters In training in the West.

British Trainer Now In This 
Country Talks of Fred 
Archer. 


ENGLAND’S PREMIER RIDER. 


How Noted Pigskin Artist Won Long 
Race, $50,000 Stake, With 
a Sprinter.

W HEN Richard Dawson, the cele¬ 
brated English trainer, was 
here last week with Manager 
Fred Presgrove, of the Clyde 
! Stable, the former's engagement of Jock¬ 
ey Lucien Lyne to ride abroad this sea¬ 
son was discussed. The comparative merit 
of American and English jockeys in years 
gone by. as well as at the present time, 
was also considered, writes C. C. Pettus 
In the Washington Star. 

Naturally, Trainer Dawson believes 
Fred Archer to have been the world’s 
greatest rider, and related some inter¬ 
esting incidents of his career from the 
time he made his first race on Toma¬ 
hawk. at seventy-seven pounds, up to his 
long years of meteoric triumph* and 
brilliant successes. 

Tall of stature and long-legged. Archer 
rode with his knees as much as his 
hands, while his headwork was a con¬ 
spicuous feature of his career. When he 
married the daughter of Matthew Daw- 
sop. the celebrated trainer. Archer was 
at the zenith of his fame and the wealth¬ 
iest Jockey in England. 

About this time Sir John Aatley engaged 
Archer to ride his horse Peter In the 
foO.OOO Manchester Cup. Peter was by 
Hermit, and a very fast horse, very 
erratic, but Archer could get more out 
of him than anyone else. As soon as It 
was known that Archer had been en¬ 
gaged, Peter became favorite for the race 
at TYitteraall’s and other centers of fu¬ 
ture betting. 

This was nearly a month hefore the 
race, and as Peter’s price shortened Sir 
John Astley colled on Archer and franklv 
stated to him that he (Sir John) could not 
get his money on Peter, and asktd 
Archer to relinquish the mount in favor 
of some other Jockey not so popular— 
that he would put him (Archer) on one 
thousand pounds (15,000) to nothing. 

Of course. Archer obliged Sir John, ss i 
requested, and the latter engaged George 
Fordham, the famous Jockey with the I 
“whiskers.” But while outwardly Areher I 
seemed to take the matter easily, !n- I 
wardly he did not. And. calling on h.s 
friend and employer, Gapt. Machell. the 
great jockey told that turfman that he 
was going to make an effort to secure 
another mount In the race, and beat Peter 
If possible. 

• • • 

Archer and Machell. 


that Capt. Machell placed some more i 
money on him at the long odds. And as 
a commissioner for Archer did the same . 
thing the odds were lowered to 40 to 1, I 
and in some places lower. 

Meanwhile It had not yet cropped out 
that Archer was going to ride Valour. 
And the general public did not attach 
much Importance to the money going on 
the horse at Tattersall’s, Manchester and 
other places In the United Kingdom. 

Matters ran along until the week of the 
race, with VaJour progressing well in his 
preparation. And tnree days before the 
big event Archer gave him such a sous¬ 
ing trial at a mile and a half that Capt. 
Machell at last acknowledged that he now 
thought Valour would win. All the money 
he had wagered up to that time had been 
purely a matter of sentiment concerning 
his horse, and “going it blind’’ because 
of Archer. 

The night of the final trial the Machell- 
Archer party got down some more wagers 
at 33 to 1 against Valour. And the next 
day 20 to 1 was the beat obtainable for 
money. In spite of the stable money that 
had gone on the horse very little from 
any other source had developed, and the 
bookmakers still kept the price up. 

The next day. came the first intimation 
to the public as to who would be Valour's 
pilot In the Manchester Cup. Vigilant In 
the London Sportsman said In hia re¬ 
marks: “Archer and Valour look like a 
winning combination—-on paper. The 
Jockey possesses superlative skill, the 
horse superlative speed—as far as he goes. 
Can the great Jockey nurse the prish 
horse successfully for a mile and three- 
quarters? And what a bitter pill for Sir 
John Astley to swallow In that »-vent!” 

Capt. Machell and Fred Archer read 
over In the latter’s rooms this barometer 
of public opinion on the situation and ex¬ 
changed many a laugh and Jest at Sir 
John Astley’a expense. They had both 
met Peter’s owner that day and while he 
had joked with them over th,eir “forlorn 
hope,” ae he put It. the Baronet seemed 
decidedly worried over the outlook,

Eve of the Great Race.

Capt. Machell was staying at Newmar¬ 
ket, and the two were alone in the cap¬ 
tain’s private quarters. Leaning back in 
his chair, the latter said to Archer: 

“Yes. I don’t wonder you feel that way 
about It. And John had no business to 
make such a request of you. But where 
is there a horse In the race capable of 
beating Peter, that way weighted and at 
that distance—a mile and three quar¬ 
ters?” 

Archer leaned over toward h!s friend 
with the question: “What have you got 
In the ruoe, captain?” 

Picking up an envelope from the table 
near him Machell answered. “Well I de¬ 
clared three out last week and here Is the 
last one that 1 am just mailing to declare 
out also. It Is my six-year-old horse 
Valour by Phlllaminon.” 

Reaching over for the envelope Archer 
astonished the captain by tearing It into 
a dozen pieces. Apologizing as he did so 
with. “Don't declare Valour, captuln. I’ll 
ride £lm and win the race.” ' 

Laughing heartily Machell said. “Whv 
Fred. Valour Is a mller. And this a mile 
and three-quarters. I have the utmost 
respect for your Judgment, don’t you 
know, but bless my bones my horse will 
want to lay down before the finish. Valour 
can boat Peter at a mile, but this longer 
distance looks Insurmountable.” 

It was now Archer’s turn to smile. 

“Look here, captain, the last time I 
rode VaJour for you the Irish horse had 
a lot left in him. And that was a mile. 
We have nearly three weeks yet to shove 
some longer gallops Into him. I’m going 
to get on him and advise you to do the 
same.” 

Picking up the telephone Capt. Machell 
called up Tattersalls and asked VaJour’s 

f irlce for the Manchester cup. And on be- 
ng told it was G6 to 1, invested £200 
($1,000) at that rate of odds. Then he 
and Archer parted for the night. 

• • • 

Valour Heavily Backed. 

The next day Valour was given a mile 
and a quarter trial with Archer up and so 
well did the Irish horse acquit himself 


The day before the race Capt. Machell | 
put down another big bet on the horse, 
or, rather “on Archer,” as he quaJified It 
And then for the first time asked the 
great Jockey “how he was going to ride | 
the race.” The answer he received eur- | 
prised him. 

Turning to his friend Archer said: 

“Well, captain, dear. I have another 
surprise for you. You are already guess¬ 
ing how long I Intend to wait with your 
horse and at what stage of the race 1 
will make my run for the lead. Am I not ; 
right?” 

And on receiving a gesture of assent 
the Jockey went on: “\es. captain, 1 in¬ 
tend to wait with Valour, but not exactly 
In the way vou mean, for l will wait In 
front. Make all the running with your 
horse and die in the lead. If die I must.” 

To say that Machell was thunderstruck 
Is putting It mildly. The noted turfman, 
whose career for years was virtually a 
history of the British turf, threw up both 
hands, came over to Archer and pinched 
his arm. Then he pinched his own arm, 
merely observing: “1 have been indulging i 
In a good eal or dreaming ever since this 
race came up and I want to see If this Is 
a new dream now.” 

But it was no dream, for there stood the 
champion Jockey straight as nn arrow, his 
intelligent-looking face speaking thought 
and conudence in every lineament of nls 
countenance. And Machell said: “It’s you. 
all right. Fred. And me, too. Well. I’ve 
gone everything about this race ‘blind’ 
and I might as well go this. too. about 
making the running for a long race with 
a sprinter. So. Fred, old man, you for 
It.” And the two shook hands. 

Meanwhile Valour’s good appearance at 
training headquarters and Archer's pres- | 
tige aroused a good deal of public Interest 
at Manchester, and a large portion of the i 
vast crowd that turned out the day the 
Cup was run selected the Machell colors 
as their standard. When business opened 
on the race there was a strong public 
play on Valour, notwithstanding tnc thou¬ 
sands of pounds on Peter and the others.

Jockey’s Generalship. 


At the appointed hour Starter I. Mc- 
George took the big field of twenty-six 
horses in hand and the parade past the 
hundred thousand spectators was the 
usual Interesting prelude to the great 
struggle so soon to take place. Archer 
and Valour, Fordnam and Peter came In 
for the most attention. 

And while they were fll.ng past the 
"bird cage” there was one man who never 
took hia glosses from Archer and the 
Irish horse. It was Sir John Astley. It 
seemed as If he had a presentiment of 
ill fortune. 

A very few minutes and a Hash of color 
showed where Starter McGeorge had sent 
the field off away across the far side of 
the track. Then the Machell colors Hashed 
out In the light, and the cry went up. 
‘‘Archer Is making the running!” 

The Manchester course of that day was 
peculiarly shaped. The part the cup was 
run over was like an orange, almost more 
turns than stretches, the longest straight 
work in the race being less than 300 yards 
In the final run to the finish. 

Here was Archer’s only chance to win a 
long race with a sprinter like Valour—to 
race his mount round each of the turns 
and give him a breath on the short 
straights. Then start off again on the 
next turn, open up a gap and let the 
others get winded chasing nim round and 
round. 

So well had Archer studied the course, 
the capabilities of Valour, who was mar¬ 
velously speedy round turns, and the fact 
that Peter’s best races had been over 
courses where straight work predominat¬ 
ed. thnt his plans worked like clockwoik 

Rushing his big brown horse along In 
the lend. Archer opened up a couple of 
lengths of daylight that rounding the 
first turn became half a dozen, so much 
faster did Valour “skin the* mils” than 
his followers. On the next straight 
Archer eased Valour up until the second 
division was almost treading on his heels. 
Then away again around the next turn

Now a mile had been covered, and as 
Valour seemed as fresh ns when he had 
started, according to Capt. Machell’s 
glasses, that sportsman who was neai 
Sir John Astley in the bird cage was In 
great spirits, saying to several of his 
friends who hod also accepted the long 
odds about Valour: 

“Wonderful general, that Archer! Look 
at the way he is riding my horse—out 
there helter-skelter likely split, in a fash¬ 
ion that would have earned a stable 
Jockey his discharge. But A roller! His 
seemingly erratic and aimless riding is 


the result of long study of thes-' condi¬ 
tions and will probably land each of us 
a fortune on th!s day.” 

As the field was rounding the next to 
the last turn before they hit the straight 
run In Peter began to move up, but while 
he gained on the second division Valuur 
went bo much the faster round the half 
circle that there was all of ten lengths 
between the pair. 

The next bit of stralghtcr work, the las; 
before t!.« final, saw Peter shut up half 
the gap b*tw*v ■» him and Valour. And the 
cry went up that Valour had quit. But 
the way that horse opened a larger streak 
of daylight on Peter rounding the last 
turn showed that idea to be a delusion, 
one where the wish was father to the 
thought. 

Here was the crucial moment. Only 
about 300 yards straight run to the chair 


where the venerable Judge Clark had for 
years placed the winners and decided mil¬ 
lions of pounds. And Valour as they 
straightened out was six lengths to the, 
good with Peter closing fast under Ford- 
ham’s hand and heel riding. 

So well did Peter answer Fordbam’s 
call that It looked all day wlrh Valour, on 
whom Archer was sitting still as If his 
mount was completely done. And Capt. 
Machell and his friends groaned In spirit 
at victory being so near and yet so far. 
Fifty yards from the judge's chair Peter 
got to VaJour’s girth and Fordham re¬ 
laxed his efforts on Sir John’s crack.

He*e was Fordhsm’s mistake and Arch¬ 
er’s opportunity. The latter had a last 
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bottled-up link on his horse, waiting to 
use*it in the final strides, and for «e first 
time In the race lie sat down and rode 
■V aJour for all he was worth. And It was 
well that he did so. for under w hip and 
spur Peter was coming again and as the 
paJr flashed past the Judge’s chair. Valour 
had only Just stalled oft Peter by & short 
head! 

It was Indeed the Irony of fat* to Sir 
John Astley, who had nsked to step down 
the Jockey that would have won him the 
great race and heavy wagers. While It 
was an unlooked-for golden showor to 
Capt. Machell. stopped peremptorily from 
scratching a horse that waj destined to 
win him £100.000 (IWu.000). whll# Arch¬ 
er’s father-in-law, Matthew Dawson, ami 
their friends, won nearly as much more. 

Years afterward I met Fred Archer in 
New York In midwinter. His beloved wife 
had just died and on his left wrist he 
wore a souvenir of her, a small gold chain 
bracelet. He was tall. sJx feet, and looked 
like a student rather than a Jockey; had 
very quiet ways and did not drink ex¬ 
cept moderately at table. 

He remained over here until March, 
when he went back for Lincoln. After a 
few months he took typhoid fever, became 
delirious, and while a nurse was out or 
the room jumped out of the window and 
broke his neck.
